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, Fellow Citizens of the Senate, 

and of the House of Representatives-^ 

IN calling jou together I have not been unmiDdful of the pe^ 
•or>al inconvenieDce, and of the public expense which attend it« 
Consulting both, little will be subinited to your cnnsitleration^ dU- 
connected with the main subject of your deliberation. 

The recent acquisition of our vacant territory in the occupation of 
the Creeks, is that subjecti and the survey and appropriation, the ob- 
jects which will claim your attention. For the iiist we are chiefly 
indebted to the Commissioners of the United States, Col. Campbell 
and Major Merriwether. Too much praise cannot be given to these 
gentlemen, for the firmness an(d intrepidity with which they met th^ 
most formidable obstacles, and for the untiring zeal, and pa'ient la^ 
bor, with which they conquered theni. That of thi» praise there can 
be no waste or misapplication, you will read in the various documents 
and correspondenco connected with it and which are submitted. You 
will distinctly see that the principal difficulties which embarrassed 
them from beginning to end-— which defeated the first Treaty at Bro* 
ken Arrow, and which were well ni8;h producing a rupture of the last 
at the Indian Springs, proceeded from a quarter* the least of all to 
be expected-— from officers in the pay and confidence of the Federal 
Government, who instead of rendering to the Commissioners (he most 
cordial co-operation, had organized an opposition, thereby exposing 
to suspicion their own Government, vvhich in justification of itseit 
was finally obliged to avow that the perfidious plots and devices con- 
trived by it were unknown and unauthorized at Washington, at the 
same time the authors and contrivers were permitted to escape but 
with little observation, and certainly without merited punishment 

The Delegation in Congress, always faithful to their trust, have 
seconded by active and incessant labor, the measures taken by this 
Government to support not only this important right, but all other 
rights and interests of the state ; and in the delicate and critical re« 
lations which these involved, have so deported themselves as to com- 
mand the confidence of ourselves* and the respect of all who knoir 
llieip« 
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Tq disposing of the Territory thus acquired^ it is recommended 
to jou to consult the will ofjrour constituents, so fkr as that will can 
be distinctly a8certained.>^l1ie Lands belong to them in joint and se- 
Teral property, land none but themselves or immediate Representa- 
tives can rightfully dispose of them. Recognizing this as a funda- 
mental principle, you have in the exercise of a sound discretion to 
look as well to ulterior and remote as to immediate interests— inte- 
rests which the Peo{)le themselves cannot fail to appreciate and cher- 
ish, because they directly and equally concern each and every of 
them now, and their posterity hereafter. They are those of Public 
E€lucation--*of Internal Improvement— qf relief from Taxation, 
when taxation would be most required and most burthensome — the 
efficiency of a Military system for defence in providing arms and 
Arsenals, and all the Materiel of War, for which, no state ought to 
be dependent on another, and indeed every subject which in peace or 
War^can conduce to the safety or prosperity of the State, and requir- 
ing for its most useful and energetic application, the propulsive in- 
strument, money. To dilate upon these topics would be to consume 
your time uselessly. Your own wisdom will better supply the argu- 
ment in support of each. Suffice it to say, that the accumulation of 
a Fund for Internal Improvement on an extended scale will, by its 
judicious application, so multiply your resources and augment your 
income, as to enable you eventually to replace that Fund — provide 
abundantly for all the wants of the State-^-dispense with Taxatioui 
and place you in all these respects on a footing with the most favored 
of your sister States, Ivho with less means have accomplished more» 

These are no idle speculations. The results are about to be real- 
ized In an illustrious instance, where a great member of the confed- 
eracy, has made herself greatest by perfecting what nature had 
roughly sketched, and thus fulfilling be a no very complicated pro- 
cess the highest duties to herself and to God. Our physical advan- 
tages fM'e scarcely inferior, and when it is believed to be quite prac- 
ticable to divide with her the trade of the Western World, our 
temptations cannot be less. Presupposing therefore that the system 
hitherto adopted for the settlement of our Territory will be pursued 
I advise that the Fee upon the Grant be fixed at a rate which, whilst 
it makes the Grant essentially a donation and takes nothing from the 
pockets of the poorest of our citizens, but what will be paid without 
inconvenience or complaint, will at the same time bring something 
into the Treasury in aid of the General Fund, appropriated to these 
objects.-*l\> this the proceeds of the Fractions and of any reserva- 
tions you may think proper to make, will importantly contribute. 

Having advocated the present system from the beginning, there has 
been no reason to change any opinion formed of it.<— Men and the 
soil constitute the strength and wealth of nations, and the faster you 
plant the men, the sooner you can draw on both. No new country 
has been peopled faster than the territory acquired from time to tin^e 
by Georgia — none more rapidly improved with the same established 
modes and customs of improvement The speculations by which its 
principle has been vitiateo, it is our bounden duty to discourage and 
repress — ^they defeat the very end of it, because whilst you contem- 
plate the advantage of the poor^ the speculation preys upon the|>oor 
wd fattens on it 
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Having fofeseen that troubles ini^ht arise in the IndiaD countrt 
from the proceedings at Broken Arrow, and the Indian Springs. 1 
sought an early opportunity after the first indications of them to dis* 
patch ray Aid de>camp Col. Lamar, into the Nation with a talk for 
Ihat portion of the Tribe which had menaced Mcintosh and his 
friends with injury. This duty was performed entirely to my satis- 
faction, as you wil I perceive by the report of Col. Lamar. They pro- 
fessed the most friendly sentiments ooth toward the whites and to- 
ward Mcintosh, and gave assurances that they ^ere meditating barta 
!o neither. It is believed from recent information, that they acted in 

f perfect sincerity and good faith, and that the subsequent departure 
rom it was the result of the active and malignant interferenc^of 
white men. In my solicitude for the peace and happiness of this 
afflicted race, who were about to leave us to try new fortunes in a 
distant land, I issued the Proclamation of the Sist of March, which 
immediately followed the ratification of 1 he" Treaty, and thus trans- 
tended the obligations enjoined by strict duty. 

Having their own pledge that the peace should be kept among them- 
selves, I wished to see no interruption of it by the Georgians, and 
fionorably for them, theri has been none. 1 verily believe, (hat but 
for the insidious practices of evil minded white men, the entire nation 
would have moved harmoniously across the Mississippi. The mas- 
sacre of Mcintosh and his friends is to be attributed to them al )ne. 
rhat chieftain, whose whole life had been devoted to Georgia as faith- 
fully as to his own Tribe, feH beneath the blows of the assassins^ 
ivhen reposing in the bosom of his family, upon the soil of Georgia-*- 
ihe soil which he had defended against a common enemy and against 
liis own blood — which he had relinquished forever to our just de- 
fnands, and whiph he had abandoned to our present use, only because 
ive asked it. So foul a murder, perpetrated by a foreign force upou 
rar territory, and within ourjurisaiction, called aloud for vengeance^ 
tt was my settled purpose, having first consulted the government at 
Washington, to have dealt out the full measure of that vengeance i 
BO that honor, humanity, justice, being satisfied, whatever stain may 
bave been left upon our soil, none should upon the page of our his- 
tory. 

But the Representatives of the People were about to kssemble« 
who would brinf^ with them feelings and sentiments corresponding 
to the occasion, tempered bv a deliberate wisdom and a sound dis- 
i^retton— the task is cheerfully resigned to them, and whatever in the 
last resort they wili->that will be done* 

The consternation and alarm which immediately followed the deatl^ 
of Mcintosh, rendered necessary measures of precaution as well for 
Ihe security of the Frontier as for the protection of the Friendiv 
tndians, who deserting their homes, fled with their wives and child- 
ren, before the hostile party, and presenting themselves destitute and 
defenceless at various points of the frontiers, asked bread of our hu* 
manity, and protection of our arms. The Quarter.masters were di- 
rected to supply (he one, and our Generals ordered to afford the oth- 
er, and both at the expense of the United States, of which they had 
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Aie notice. The orders and instructions to Maj. Generals Wimber* 
\y. Miller and Shorter^ with the correspondence &c. are laid befon 
you. 

The United States government have been again advised of 
earnest desire of the government of Georgia} that the line betwpi 
this state, and the state: of Alabama should be run and marked. 
United States answer to this last reqirest, that it is a concern of tl 
iwo states exclusively, in which the United States will not interfere 
On the former occasion, as you will remember, the General Goveri 
ment declined a participation, and upon theaileption singly that tk\ 
state of Alabama had not given her assent the state of Alabaa 
had in fact given her assent and had sought with much solicitude tl 
concurrence of Georgia. Very recently her former resolutions up( 
this subject have been rescinded, and Georgia is leff free to run t] 
line vvith or without her co>opora^ion, as she may deem be^t. Tl 
correspondence with the general government and the letter of 
governor of Alabama are submitted. 

Ourxlaimsto the lands occupied by the Cherokecs within our Hi 
its* as well as those on account of Indian depredations, provided fi^ 
by the first treaty at the Indian prints, are adverted to only to ii 
form you of the actual state of those interests, and for this purpoi 
the various papers connected with them are laid before you. 

Since you were last in session much of anxiety and concern hai 
been manifested for all the interests connected with the Bank of I 
rien. . The origin of the excitement and consequent depreciation 
the paper of that institution may be considered iif subjec ts of invc 
tigation.-*-The report of a committee appointed to examine the sta 
of its affairs having been reviewed and adopted by you, left at II 
close of the cession the solvency of the Bank indisputable. W h( 
on a subsequent occasion it became necessary for the Executive 
pass ap order connected with this depreciation, and the administr 
tioo of the finances, I did not hesitate so to act, as to conform the oj 
der both to your expressed opinion and the practice of the Treasurj 
As no change had been made in the condition of the institution,] 
would suffer none to be made jn the payments and receipts of ^ 
bills at the Treasury until you should order otherwise, and whilj 
) would not permit any measure to be taken which would be c< 
«trued into depreciation at the Treasury, I would suffer none th« 
^ould have the least effect to embst^-rass the operations of the oih^ 
institutions, and this was the more proper because the difficulties 
the one institution might be ascribable in some degi-ee to remissne 
Dr indiscretion in the management for which it was certaiolv n< 
entitled to favor, whilst the operation at the Treasury still continui 
ftvorable to it, inasmuch as the receipts and payments being coi*fin( 
to Darien bills, and the receipts exceeding the payments there woufl 
be a constant accumulation of such bills and consequently a subtrac* 
tion to that amount from the circulation of the country. i 

In every other state of the Union where bank credit has been su| 
tained, these institutions mutually aid and assist each other, and t| 
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^rmnmous cao|^ration maintain unimpaired the circulating medium 
»f that state Thoise of Georgia must f)rofit of this wise example-— 
Interest and oredit are not to be found in rivalry and discord, and it 
$ sincerely hoped and believed that in this instance conflicting opin* 
bns have been the result of misapprehension or mistake. The great 
bstitution of the United States keeps them all ii^ check, and should 
Lt the^same time keep them all in Union/ 

The expenses incurred by the reception of Gen. Lafayette, amount 
S7 19S 32, as you will see by the accounts ai|||« vouchers waich 
tre tx^iblted. The Execvrive had, in this instance, received an un* 
imited power over tHe public treasure, which ought never to be con* 
Ided but upon very extraordinary occasions^ It is due to the pubic 
i% well as to the officer charged with the disbursement to institute a 
Itrict enquiry into the expenditure, thus exacting as far as practica- 
ble afte* the expenditure, that accountability which in ordinary cases 
mght to be sebured before. The orders given to my Aids de-Camp, 
vho were charged with their execution, enjoined oo them the strict- 
!st economy j and alt circumstances consideredi they have not disap^ 
lointed my expectations. 

Since yoUr last meeting our feelings have been again outraged by 
ifficious and impertinent mtermedlings with our domestic concerns, 
testde the resolution presented for the consideration of the Senate 
ly Mr. King of New York — ^it is understood that the Attorney Ge-^ 
^rai of the United States who may be presumed to represent his 
|i)vernment faithfully and to speak as its mouth piece, hds recently 
naintained before the Supreme court doctrines on this subject which 
t sanctioned by that Tribunal will make it quite easy for ihe Con- 
rrpss by a short decree to divest this entire interest without cost to 
fiemselves of one dollar, or of one acre of public land*-- This u the 
iniform practice of the Government of thp. United States — if it wish- 
(s a principle established which it dare not establish for itself a case 
S made before the Supreme court and the principle once settled the 
h» act of Congress follQWs of course. Soon very soon therefore the 
tT'fiited States Government, discarding the mask will openly lend 
tself to a combination of tanatics for the destruction of every thing 
ratuable in the Son thern country— One movement of the Congress 
inrt^sisted by you and all is lost. Temporise no longet* — make known 
rour resolution tliat this subject shall not be touched by them but at 
lleir peril — but for its sacred guarantee by -the constitution we never 
irould have become parties to that instrument, at this moment you 
rould not make yourselves parties to any constitution without it^ of 
;our8^ you will not be a party to it from the moment the General 
lalovernment shall make that movement. 

If this matter be an evil it is our own-^if it be a sin we can implore 
Jie forgiviiness of it— to remove it we ask not even their sympathy 
^r asciistance— it may be our physical weakness— it is our moral 
Itrength. It, like the Greeks and Romans, the moment we cease to 
M masters we are slaves-^we thenceforth minister, like the modern 
ttalian^,to the luxury and pleasures of our n afeyters— poets, paintersj 
mnmcians and Mulpti^r* w« nay h|-*-tJba mcorai qualities however 
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wV'ch MTould make us fair partakers of the grantleor of a great e' 
pire would be eone—We would stand stripped and desolate undei 
fervid sun and upon a generous soiU a mockery to ourselves, and f 
very contrast of what with a little firmness and foresight, we mig 
kave been. I entreat you» therefore, most earnestly, now that it is n 
too late, to step ibrtbi and having exhausted the argument, to stan Jl 
your arms.

I transmit to the Senate, for the exercise of its constitutional 
power, a treaty lately concluded at the Indian Spring, by Commis* 
sion^^rs of the United States, duly authorized, with the Chiefs of the 
^reek nation, assembled there in council, with the documents con« 
nected therewith.

Articles of a convention, entered into and concluded at the Indian 
Springs, between Duncan G. Campbell, and James Meriwether, Com- 
niliiiioners on the part of the United States of America, duly author- 
iz£d, and the Chiefs of the Creek nation, in Council assembled. 

Whereas the said Commissioners, on the part of the United States, 
have represented to the said Creek Nation, that it is the policy andi 
earnest wish of the General Governuient, that the several Indian 
tribes within the limits of any of the states of the Union, should re- 
move to territory to be designated on the west side of the Mississippi 
rivet, as well for the better protection and security of the said tribes^ 
and their improvement in civilization, al for the purpose of enablins 
the United States, in this instance, to comply with the compact entered 
into with the state of Georgia, on the twenty- fourth day of April, in 
the year one thousand eight hundred and two: An4 the said com- 
missioners having laid the late message of the President ot the Uni- 
ted States, upon this subject, before a General Council <9f said Creek 
Nation, to the end that their remoyal might be effected upon t^rm^ 
advantageous to both parties ; 
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And whereas the Chiefs cf the Creek Towns have astented to the 
reasonableness of said proposition, and expressed a willingness to 
emifi;rate faibyond the Mississippi, those of Tokaubatchee exeej^ed : 

These presents therefore witness, that the contracting parties have 
fhis daj entered into the following convention: 

Art 1. The Creek Nation cede to the United States all the lands 
lying; within the boondaries^ of the state of Georgia, as defined by 
the compact herein before cited, now occupied by said Nation, or to 
which said nation have title or claim ; and also, all other lands which 
thev now occupy, or to which they have title or claim, lying north 
andf west of a line to be run from the first principal falls upon the 
Chatahoochie river, above Cowetau Town, to Octuskee Old Town* 
upon the Tallapoosa, thence to the falls of the Coosaw River, at ojr 
near a pia^e called the Hickory Ground. 

Art. 3. It is further agreed between the contracting pardes, that 
the United States will give, in exchange for the lands hereby acquired r 
the liKe quantity, acre for acre, westward of the Mississippi, on the 
Arkansas River, commentsll^g at the mouth of the Canadian Fork 
thereof, and running westward between said rivers Arkansas and 
Canadiab Fork, for quantity. But whereas said Creek nation have 
considerable improvements within the limits of the territory hereby 
ceded, and will moreover have to incur expenses in their removal^ 
it is further stipulaied* that, for the purpose of rendering a fair equi* 
vaJent for the losses and inconveniences which said nation will sus- 
tain by removali^and to enable them to obtain supplies in their new 
settlement, the United StatesMigree to pay to the nation, emigrating 
from the lands herein ceded, the sum of four hundred thousand do1*j| 
lars» of which amount, there shall be paid to said party of ihesecondT' 
part, as soon as practicable, after the ratification of this treaty, the 
«mi of two hundred thousand dollars. And as soon as the' daid part j 
of the second part shall notify the Government of the United States 
of their readiness to commence their removal, there shall be paid 
the further sum of one hundred thousand dollars. And the first year |j 
after said emigrating party shall have settled in their new countrji^ 
they shall receive of the amount j^rst above named the further «m ' 
of twenty five thousand dollars* <And the second year,*the sTO: 
of twenty-five thousand dollars. And annually thereafter, the sum' 
of five thousand dollars, until (He. whole is paid. 
^ Art. 3. And whereas the Creek nation are now entitled to annii- 
L ities of thirfy thousand dollars each, in consideration ot cessions of 
territory heretofore made, it is further stipulated that said last men- 
tioned MAuitiesare to be hereafter divided in a just proportion be- 
tween the partj emigrating and those that may remain. 

Art. 4r. It IS further stipti(ated that a deputation from the said 
parties of ttxe second part, may be sent out to explore the territory 
herein <iff*ered them in exchange; and if the same be not acceptable 
to them, then they may select any other territory, west of the Mis- 
sissippi, on Red, Canadian, Arkansas, or Missouri Rivers — the ter- 
ritory occupied by the Cherokees and Choctaws excepted ; and if the 
territory sn to be selected shall be in the occupancy of other Indiao, 
tribes, then the United States will extinguish the title of such o^ 
cupants for the benefit of said emigrants. 
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Art* 5. It 18 further stipulated, at the particular request of the 
said parties of the secoDd part^ that the payment and diaburseoaent 
of the first sum herein provided for« shall be made by the present 
Commissioners negotiating this treaty. 

ARt. 6. It is further stipulated, that the payments appointed to 
be made, the first and second years, after seiclement hi the West, 
sfaftll be either in mcmey, merchandise, or provisions^ at the option of 
the emigrating part^r. 

ARTr 7. The United States agree to provide and support a black- 
smith and virheelwright for the said party of the second part, and 
g}ye them instruction in agriculture as Iong> and in such manner, as 
the President may think proper. 

Art. 8. Whereas the said emigrating party cannot prepare for 
iinmediate removal, the United States stipulate for their protection 
^^inst the encroachments, hostiiitles» and impositions, of tn^ whites, 
dnJ of all others $ but the period of removal shall not extend beyond 
the first day of September, m the year eighteen hundred and twenty- 
ill. 

Art. 9^, This treaty shall be obligatory on the contracting parties, 
-so soon as the same shall be ratified by the President of the United 
Btates, by and with the consent of the Senate thereof. 

In testimony whereof, the Commissioners aforesaid, and the Chiefs 
and Head Men of the Cr^' Nation, have hereunto set their 
hands and seals, this twelfnl^ay of February, in the year of pur 
Lord one thousand eight hundred and twenty five-

Whereas the foregoing articles of convention have been concluded 
between the parties thereto : And, whereas, the Indian Chief, General 
WiUiam Mcintosh, claims litie to the Indian Spring Reservation 
(upon which there are very extensive buildings and improvemeDts) by 
virtue of a relinquishment to said Mcintosh, signed in full coudciI of 
the nation : And, whereas^ the said General William Mcintosh hath 
claim to another reservation of land on the Ocmulgee river, and by 
his lessee and tenant, is in possession thereof: 

Now these presents, further witness, that the said General William 
Mcintosh, and also the Chiefs of the Creek nation, in council assem- 
bled, di) quit claim, convey, and cede to the United States, the reser- 
vations aforesaid^ for, and in consideration of, the sum of twenty-five 
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thousand dollars, to be paid at ihe time anit in the manner as B!i>uU> 

ted, for the first instalrocnt provided for in the piecedtng tRxty, 

Upon the raiification of these articles, the possession of s^<d fwr- 

vations shall be considered as pasaine to the United.

Sr: Incompliance with instructions received from Col. Camp-' 
bell while in WaBhington Citj» I notified the Chiefs of this nation 
to aeet ihe United States' Commissioners at this place on the 7th 
inst for the purpose of treating with them for their lands. 

Ibur letter of the ISih, enclosing a copy of the instructions ta the 
CoqmissionerSy did not reach me until the 6th. On the arrival of 
the [Commissioners, I informed tliem that I was ready to obejr their 
ordq-s on all points touching the negotiations and cheerfully co ope* 
ratewith themj||n eKcting the object of their mission. 

Yisterda^ a Treaty wab signed by M'Intosh and his adherents 
aloni. Being fully convinced that this Treaty is in dir^ict opposition 
to tht letter and spirit of the instructions which I have a copy of, f 
feel i to be m^ bounden dutj, as the Agent of the Goveroment, to 
appriie you of it, that you may adopt such measures as you may deem 
expeiient, as to the ratification ; for if .ratified, it may produce a hor- 
rid stlte of things among these unfortunate Indians. It is proper to 
remailc, that, with the exception of M'Intosh, and perhaps two others* 
the si|;natures to this treaty are either chiefs of low grade, or no)t 
chiefgat all ; which you can perceive by comparing them to those 
to oth^r treaties, and to the receipts for the annuity: and these sijgQ- 
€c» ar^ from eight towns only, when there are fifty-six in the nation. 

I hig you to be assured that I pursued strictly your instructione 
in reUtion to this negotiation; and althoug:h the treaty has not been 
m^de In conformity with the instructions of which I have been fur* 
Dished, yet I think it can be at no distant day to the entire satisfae- 
tion of the Government. I have made those hasty remarks from con- 
viction of dutj, to apprise you of the manner in which it was accom* 
plished; and if it be thought necessary, I can give you all the par- 
ticularly pending this negotiation.

Sir : On the 13th lost, we had the honor of ^closing to you, from 
the Indian Springs, the copy of a treaty which had been concluded 
the day previoushr, with the Creek nation of Indians. On Monday 
morning, the 14th, a supplemental article was added, which has ex* 
elusive relation to two reservations claimed by the Indian Chief Gea. 
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ttclnioBh. I am gratified at the opportunity which I now make of 
transmitting to the Department, bj our Secretary, Major Hay, the 
Original Treaty and'^ the CommissioDers' Journal. On reference to 
this last document, you will discover under what circumstances the 
negotiation was renewed, and how it progressed and terminated. 
There is nothing of singular import in the whole proceeding, except 
the sudden and mysterious departure of the Cuasetaus at night, after 
solemn assent to a treaty. The explanation given to this movement, 
by the report of Col. Williamson, at the conchsloa of the Journal, 
I hope will be found satisfactory. The step was far from being vo- 
luntary, ♦ hcse chiefs, doubtless, were deluded by a wily and pcrfi^ 
dious individual in the service of the government, as interpreter.-^ 
His opposition to a treaty was notorious. His life, and character 
have been too much diversified, and too strongly marked, to ,make 
him a fit oflScer of public trust. 

The attendance of chiefs was a full one, much more so than is usual, 
when chiefs only are invited. The opposition was feeble and seems 
to have been dictated by the Big Warrior. The death of this chief, 
I conceive, puts the question at rest. That all opposition will now 
cease, and that the dissenting party will now treat and re-untte them- 
aelvea with the majority, I have no doubt. To meet this expected 
c<Aitingency, a portion of the appropriation has been reserved. 

Shortly before the notice was .circulated for the meeting at the Tn* 
dian 8pnngs, the Chiefs of the Lower Towns convened on Flint Ri- 
ver, and adopted certain proceedings, which I now enclose. At tl^se 
proceedings the Cussetaus were fully represented, and the head chief 
— uallj signed them. The deputation had reache4 Milledgevilie, 
their way to the City, when i reached Qeoi^iSf

We, the Chiefs of Coweta, Taladega, Cussetas» Broken' Arrows, 
iind Hitchitas Towns^ in council met, do take this method to Jay be- 
fore our Father, the President of the United States, the most distress* 
ioa: dif&culties that are existing in our nation, and have been for some 
time past, owing entirely to the existence of two parties in the nation, 
known and designated by the Red Sticks, (or hostile party,) and the 
other party friendly to the United States, and who were the Wrirm 
supporters of the American war against said party of Indians, a id 
alao* a^inst the British For further particulars we most respectfully 
rf fer our Eather, the President, to Genorai Jackson^ who caa test to 
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the characfers orthe present bearers of this remoastrance. It is paju> 
ffll io us i.i. acknowledge thai there is an actual necessity of caiJing 
upon our Farher, the President of the Unit'^d Sr^tes for protection, 
loaijnauch as the Bi» Warrior, who is influenced by the hosti.'e par^y^ 
wi h the exception of a few are calling his chiefs together, of which 
coMsists SuCh InJiunsas were particularly opposed to tlie United States 
during the last Americiin war One of ttie most conspicuous Ctiiefs 
of thij» Council in Gun Soy, whom we took p« isoner before Fort Gaines 
duriag Jacksou\s campai;;n against the Seminole Indians; and pass- 
ing orders and decrees without the consent of anj of our lowns, appa- 
renrly for the destruction of our people, who are the friendly party. 
Injsmuch as it certainly will create an internal war amongst our* 
selves; and we hope our Father, the President of the United States, 
will iM-ver admit that his red children, who took his wiiite children by 
tlu han*i m the defence of the United States in the late war wi':h 
Gr^^at Britain, should be entirely excluded from having; any voice in the 
nation ; or, in other words, excluded from the benefits of their country, 
and for the Bia; Warrior and his party to have te entire prerogative of 
the nution. We are informed that the 8ig Warrior and his Chiefs are 
no.v in councd, and we expect are passing such decrees as are dero- 
gatot y to the safety of M'Intosh, and the rest of his chiefs : for ia- 
stance, it has been but a short lime since, when they met in the grand, 
council .square, and passed an order for the execution of M'i{ito.-^h and. 
anv i'ttier of his Chiefs, who would make any propositions to the 
Uiiite* States, in favor of sellii»g any part of the country which we 
no^wbun. Thk is not all ; there is no doubt but whit said council^ 
ai th<* present meeting, will pass an order for the dismission of Gene* 
ral Vl'lutosh and many others of his adherents, aad in all probability 
they have, or will, send on a delegation from the council to that amount ; 
although knowing at the »Ame tin e, that M'Intosh and his Chiefs have 
the superiority in the gi and council of the nation; for reasons why, they 
were the only supporters and defenders of the ualion in the last war ; 
and thai a number of the Big Warrior's Chiefs forfeited their rights 
to the country which they previously had, by their hostility to the 
United States during the last war. 

We do, therefore, deny that the Warrior's party have any right to 
enter into any such arrangements ; and we also deny that Gun Boy» 
and several ottiers of the Warrior's Chiefs, has ary privilege in the 
national council— -although wehave heretofore permitted them to do 
so ; for the,^ did not defend our country from the foreign or domestic 
foes, but used their utmost exertions against the United States, and 
in favor of Iheir enemies. We, therefore, head men of the nation, or 
of the aforesaid towns, assure our Father, the President, that we have 
much trouble in our country, and much too in consequence of our 
Agent's partiality to ihe iiig VV;irrior's party, inasmuch as it ap- 
pears to create a jealou>y with us, that the United Statues is failing 
to comply with what they once promised us, that is, projection. But 
we ar^ conscious that it is unknown to '^ur Father, the President.

Sxa: The commiasioQers on tliepurt of the United States have 
<ome to the conclusion of assembling the Chiefs of the Creek nation, 
for the purpose of submitting to them matters of importance to them- 
feiyes and the government The day of coDTOfition will be the Ttb 
4kf February next, Monday at the Indian Springs. We are desirous 
that all the chiefs of the nation should attend, who aire in the habit of 
transacting public business, and of signing treaties. 

You will cause the enclosed ibvitation to be circulated, forthwith, 
amongst the chiefs, and broken days issued accoidingly. On my re- 
turn to Georgia, which will be in a few days^ I shall probably have 
occasion to address you further upon the subject of the negotiation.

The propositions made, at Broken Arrow, were repeated, to €~ 
change tor'the whole country, and give^a difference or fiye hundr 
thousand dollars, which should be considered as a full indemnity fi 
the loss of improvements, and the expense of removal. The Chieft 
were then advised to consult amoilf^ themselves, and |{;ive the subfect- 
. a full and dispassionate consideration. The Commissioners then- re- 
tired, tin the evening of this day, the Coivetaus, Cusseataus, .Hitoh« 
etas, Soow:ig;alau8, FaUadegas, New Yorkers, Sand Towns, Thle- 
catchkas. Big; Shoal, met in a council of their own. There wan a 
numerous representation from the Coweta Mnd Cusseatau towns. T*lie1 
subject of the treaty was fully discussed, as we are informed, and ' 
have no doubt. A vote was taken and was unanimous, with the ex- 
ception^of two inconsiderable Chiefs, in favor 'of a cession. Those 
who attended, were free in their intercourse and communications 
with the Commissioners* and seemed to feel no restraint or hesitation 
in the expression of their feelings and assent, upon, the subject of a 
sale and removal. ^ - . 

The tbllowinif communication was received from the War Bepart- 
inent, 6y express, from Washington Georgia : 

Department ob War, 

January ^1, 1825.. 

Gentlemen: In my instructions to you of 13th September last, 
theti' was no designation of land made to be assigned to the Creeks^ 
in the event of their removal. Since you left here the subject has 
been further examined into, in reference to a general £spositioD of 
the tribes west of the Mississippi, from which examination 1 find ttiat 
a portion of the country lying in the junction of the A.rkan>as %n4 
C^adian river, one of the principal branches of the Arkansas, and 
Which limits the Choctaw possessions, in that quarter, is the best, 
and may accordingly be proposed. Any ari;angement$, however, 
which may be entered into in' relation to it, must, of c^iursp, be sub* 
ject to the extinguishment of the titles to those lands according to 
the tenor of ray instructions aforesaid.

Friday, 11th. 

The Commissioners met the council at IS o'clock. Thechieft 
were requested to give their reply to the talk of yesterday. Th^ 
hi ad chief from Tuckaubatchee then addressed the commissioners to 
the followincr effect: We met you at Broken \rrow, and *hen tdd 
you wehad no land to sell ; I thenheard of no claims a^^inst the 
nahon, nor have I smce. We have met youliere at a very short no- 
tice, and do not think that the chiefs who are here have any. authority 
to treat. Uen. M'Intosh knows that we are bound by our laws« and 
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that what is riot done in the public square, in freneral council, is not 
binding on the nation. I am, therefore, under the necessity of re« 
beating the same answer as given, at Broken Arrow, that we have no 
land to sell. I know that there are but few from the upper towns 
here, and many are absent from the lower towns. 

General lU'Intosh knows, that no part of the land can be soid with- 
out a full council and with the consent of all the nation, and, if a 
Jrart of the nation . choose to leave the country, they cannot s^il the 
and they have, but it belongs to the nation. From what you told u% 
yenrerday^ I am induced to believe that it may lie bei»t for us to re- 
move, but we must have time to think of it ; and, should the chiefs 
who ate here sell the land now, it might create dissentiohk and ill 
|>lood amoq^ the Indians. - I have received a message from my head 
chief, the Bi^ Warrior, directing me to listen to what commissioners 
have to say; to. meet them friendly and part in the same way, but not 
to sell the land. I am also instructed, to invite you to meet us at 
Broken Arrow, three months hence,, when a treat;^ may possibly be 
made, and to return home. This is the only talk I bave for you, and 
1 snail return home immediately. I gave you but one talk at Broken 
Arrow, and shall give you but one here. Such is the message I have 
received from' my head chief, and I am bound to obey. T^-morrow 
I shall leave here. I have now said ail I have to say ; I will listen 
to anything further you have to say, but shairgive no further answer. 
The chiefs who were in favor of cession, being vastly superior in 
grade and numbers, replied to this talk, and stated that the nation 
wasjully represented^ much more so than is usual at meetings with- 
out the nation, and that they were fully authorized to make a treaty; 
that they had come there for the purpose of makirg a treaty, and 
should do so. Finding that the subject was undergoing a discushioa^ 
the commissioners retired for the purpose of removing the restraint 
whirh their presence might produce ; and, after some further debate 
among themselves, the. council broke up. Previous to retiring, the 
commifisioneis informed the council that they had been called ' to- 
gether by the authority of the President, on business of importance: 
that the nation appeared^to be fuWj represented, and, that if any of 
them thought proper to leave vh^ plaee before the business was clo»ed9 
they should conceive tfrremse Ives fully authorized to carry on an4 
conclude their ^negotiation with those who remained. 

In the morning of this day, early, the commissioners were inform*! 
^, that* in the course of the; previous night, a part of the Cust:etaua 
and Soowagaloos had broke up their encampment and started home. 
On inquiry, it was found that a purt of the chiefs from those to«inb 
had secretly left their ehcampment after midnight and retired, with- 
out giving, the slightest intin^ation of their intentions either to the 
commissioners or torthofae chiefs of the' other towns wiih whom they 
acted in concert on Ibarsday evening, and in council /nn Ftiday. 
Being wholly at a lors to ki^count for this sudden and mysterious 
taovement, the coinmissioners instiufed an inquiry in'o its cause* 
The only information obtained, was derived from a half breed ladiaiu 
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>irho atated that the ordet for their departure came fr6m Col. HambVj 
the interpreter. The foJJoVing; order was issued, and the messenger 
dispatched. " The chiefs of the Cu.«setau Towd having assembled 
at the Indian Sprinjgrs under the authority^ of th,e President) and then 
suddenly retired^ under order, as is stated : the commit!) ioners de- 
mand that^th^j state to the bearers hereof, the reasons of their leav- 
ing the treaty ground, and particularly that they state under whose 
order they are acting" At^ o'fclock, having prepared a treaty, in 
conformity with the wishes of a large portion of the chiefs, the cum- 
missioners met the council, when . the treaty having been fully inter- 
preted and explained, was signed by all the chiefs present, except 
the delegation from Tuckebatchee« Wnd one chief from Talle.dega. 
During the execution of the treaty, to which no objectioa had been 
made, the principal chief from Thckebatchee, Poyethleyohole, ad- 
dressed the council as follpws, ''1 hf\ye received instructions froni 
my head chief not to sign a treaty, but perhaps on seeing him we maj 
yet conclude iojoin you and all be friends. I wish tq part with you 
all in perfect friendship." The fuckebatchee chiefs then took triend- 
ly leave of the commiss'^oners and the councilor and retirecl.

the treaty was interpreted to, and signed^ by, aU the principal chiefs 

present 

Soon after the treaty was cepcluded. Colonel Williamson returned 
an^ made the following report — . . 

Wm. W. William&on having been dispatched under written au» 
thotity from the United States' Coiiimissioners holding a treaty with 
the Creek Indians for the purpose of denianding of certain chiefs 
the reasons of their leaving, the treaty ground, and of ascertaining 
under whose auth<>rity they were acting ; reports to the commission- 
ers the occurrences of his jaunt,. and the information which he ac- 
quired^ ' j 

The informant states, that,«qder the order of the commissidners, 
he set out from the treaty ground, on Saturday morning, taking with 
him two intelligent half breed Indians, on^ of whom speaks English 
correctly. 

Having progressed upwards of twenty miled in pursuit, V m^t a 
Oowetau Indian, who, upon bein^ qaestioned« stated that^he met Tuck- 
abatchee Hajo, a Cussitau chiel, who told him, that they had left the 
treaty; that Col. Stedham had told him to go ;^ that Hambly said 
fio ; and if they did not gp, they would all be put in jail. (Col. Sted- 
ham is a chief of Soowagoloo town, and Hambly is United States' 
interpreter.) The informant then proceeded a few miles onward, and 
overtook the son of old Tuskenaha, the head chief of Cus)»etau. He 
stated that, the overnight* Col. Stedham came to the camp, and took 
bis father out, and that, in tl^eir absence, he fell asleep, and when he 
awoke, he found that all were gon^, and word left for him to follow. 
The young man then referred us to another Indian, who was travel- 
ling with him, who, he said, was riding Stedham 's saddle. The per- 
'^pn referred to> was then ^^min^d, who atated, that) in the night, a 
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Virhite man came to the camp, and.called out'Stedharo, and had a con- 
▼ersatioD of some length. At the close, Stcdham returned to the 
camp, and said he should be off; and would take the (eiaminant*s) sad* 
die, and examinant must bring on hfs. We then proceeded to Flint 
river, forty five miles from the treaty ground. We there learn<?d, 
that the retiring party had crossed the river about the middle of the 
day, and observed that they were then out of danger, and could not 
be overtaken We found that the party had stopped, and some were 
restipg, and others amusing themselves. Search was made for Tucic- 
abatcee Hajo, who, upon being questioned^ acknowledged that hs 
had made the statement to the young Indian, as before related, and 
confirmed it. He added, that Hambly^ had told Stedham to go and to 
take old Tuskenah with, him.* 

Another old chief was next examined, Ossa Pocliee, who stated that 
Stedham had come to the camji in the night, and called out old Tus- 
kenah, and had a long talk, and told him, that if they did not all go, 
the white people would have them all in .jail; that they must start 
that liight, and ride all night, and get over the line, or they would 
be overtaken. They then broke up and set out. 

Another Indian stated, that Stedham said that if eld Taskinah and 

his party were brought awa^, what were left could not make a treaty, 

and that was the reason' they came off. These examinations were 

had in the course of Saturday night: next morning we sought an 

interview- with old Tuskinah himself. He was found extremely in- 

I disposed to a full disclosure ; but upon being closely questioned, ac- 

: knowledged that Stedham had come to him in the night and told him 

to go— that he was one of the oldest chiefs, and that a treaty could 

not be made without. him. Other Indians, standing by observed to 

Tu«kinah, that he had told them a different sioiy before. He then 

acknowledged that Stedham had said the orders came from Hambly, 

and that Stedham's information was as he had before stated. He 

said that he was a friend to the commissioners and the President, 

and had do notion of going off until Stedham gave him the talk. In 

the course of the examination, he implicated Poyethyohola $ and said 

that he had come to the camp and told them to go and break up the 

treaty for the present, and they would meet again, a few months 

hedce, at Broken Arrow. Poyeth-yohola is the head chief of Tuck- 

abatcheei attending the treaty. 

In our jaunt we received certain information of the death of the 
Big Warrior, from different sonrtes. 

The commissioi^ers then convened the chiefs; distributed some 
presents ; ordered them furnished with rations to take them home ; 
advised them to temperance and noanimity, and took friendly leave, 
tod adjourned.

Sir: The Commissioners appointed bj the General Governineift 
to hold a treaty with the Creek nation of Indians^ for the acquisUioD 
of territory, met at the Broken Arrow, an Indian tovfn on the Chata* 
hoochee, on the 29th November last The negotiation was coaimenced 
on the 1st December, with the chiefs of the nation, rn namber about 
two hundred. There were in attendance, however, from six to ten 
thousand of the inhabitants of the country. 0.ur proceedirig;s were 
necessarily protracted on account.of our exposed situatioui at an in* 
clement season, and the obstacles which we had to encounter. Hav* 
ing continued in session from 1st to the 1 8th of December, we resolv- 
euupon a temporary adjournment, that we might be enabled to cohi<- 
inunicate with the Government upoa points materially affecting our 
future operations. For this purpose, I have visited this place, and 
now do m)^seif the honor of submitting to the Department, as well 
the proceedings which have already occurred, as tne prospective ar-^ 
rangements which we hope to effect 

From the discussions which have been bad, great in number and' 
variety, upon the subject of our relations with the Indian tribes with- 
in the limits of states^ we are very certain that we do not err in con* 
eluding that it is the wish, as well as the policy, of the Government) 
that the land claiin of such tribe« should be exeinguished, and their' 
removal effected.; To produce such desired end, the commissioners 
have exerted every mean which it was in th^ir power to controK—* ' 
Had die authorities and people of the nation been left to the free and 
unrestrained exercise of their own inclinations s^nd judgment, we be« 
lieve that our success would have been commensurate witheur wish- 
es and propositions. From the outset, it was impossible not to per- 
ceive a very striking difference between the 'sentiments ^nd deport- 
ment of the chiefs of the upper and lower towns This local distinc- 
tion applies itself to the settlers upon the Taiiapoosa, and those up* 
on the Chatahoochie. The former are principally under the control 
of the Big Warrior, and the latter of General Mcintosh. Th^ for- 
mer were stubborn and unyielding, while the latter considered our 
proposition as reasonable, and Wf&re disposed to its acceptance. A 
treaty could have been obtain ed^'^gned by a large majority of the 
Chiefs within the Georgia limitsy Ceding the territory which they oc- 
cupy, and we doubt not, but that there would have been a striking 
unanimity on the part of the population, but for the threats and in- 
timidating language which bad been industriously circulated. These 
are contained in the written proceedings of the two meetings held by 
a portion of*tke chiefs at Tuckabatchee in May, and at the Pole Cat 
Springs in November iast. The first of these meetings seems to have 
been produced, in some measure, by a communication made by John 
Ross, a PLerokee chief, to the Big Warrior, immediately after hif 
return from ' this place^ in the spring of the last year. His comma- 
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W^fttion was accompanied bjrmanuscriptcopAesof the whole proceed- 
ing's which occurred shortly previousi with that tribe With tlie 
precise tenor of Ross^ letter^ we coold not inform ourselves, but un-^ 
' derstood that it proposed a concert of action between vhe two tribes ; 
that it earnest! J advised a resistance of the policy of the eoyernmenty 
and that its further aim was to depreciate Mcintosh, and to destroy 
his standing and influence. The course prescribed seems to have 
been scrupulously pursued, for^ at the meeting at Tuckabatchee, the 
resolution was, to ** follow the pattern of the Cherokees«and, pn no 
account whatever, to consent to sell one foot of land, neither by ex- 
change or otherwise.'' . T^is meeting was attended exclusively by 
ehie» within the Alabama Umlts. The proceedings of this meeting 
were in the presence of, and reduced to writing by Captain Walker, 
the sub-agertt» and carried, shortly after^ in June, to the Broken Ar« 
row by the Big Warrior, and submitted' ibr sanction. No objection 
was made, except hy l^^clntosh, neither do we understand that ^ny di- 
. rect sanction was obtained. The time which transpired between the 
period of this toeetiiKg, abd the subsequent meeting at the Pole Cat 
Springs, in November, seems to have been industriously employed 
in confirming the decision of the tipper town chiefs, and in exciting 
and cherishing the fears and alarms of Mcintosh and his adherents. ^ 
The second meeting at the Pole Cat Springs, was at the house of* 
the sub-agent and as on the previous occasion, he was the writer of 
the state paper, and immediately afterwards, caused both to be pub- 
lished in the newitpopers of Afi^^ma. * \ paper containing these pub- 
lications accofnpanies this statement. Of the existence of these pro- 
ceedings by which the question was prejudged, and the commission 
forestalled, we had no knowledge until we obtained it casually on our 
way to the treaty. Under these disadvantages the negotiation was 
commenced, ana the journal of Our proceedings, herewith furnished 
will serve to show, to some extent, the manner in which it was pur- 
sued* The commissioners were dependent solely upon their own 
exertions. They derived no aid from the principal agent, and ■ en- 
countered the perfidious opposition of his assistant. I may not, sir, 
have a proper apprehension of the duties and obligations of the agent's 
department;. i>ut according, to my convictions^ a furtherance of the 
views and policy of the government should form its paramount con- 
sideration. The agent, however, entertains a different sentiment, 
and prefesses to^iursue a course of strict neutrality. As against 
the agent, we- make no charge of interference. But that Captain 
Walker has prostituted the duties of his office, and wantonly inter- 
medled, we have no hesitation in aliening. If these people' are capa* 
bU, they are not inclined to draw the distinction, and therefore give 
to the conduct of Captain Walker the sanction of the agent's depart? 
ment. * 

I have thus, sir, enumerated some of the causes which operated^ 
what our adversaries are pleased to regard, an entire defeat We 
are far, however, from considering that we have failed in laying Ihe 

!;rouDd work of the most pleasing and satisfactory success. The 
etter which I had the honor to address to the Department, from 
Augusta^ in November, 1833, in which allusion is made to the 8en(i»- 
taenta of Gen. Mcintosh, hat been used as anHnstrument in the hands 
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of his enemieSj for the purpose of lessening his influence, and 0C 
briagtog him into contempt among his own people. Satis^ed, as I 
am, that nothing whicti I then saitf, or which 1 shall now. saj, ought 
rightfully to have such tendency, I shall proceed to detail sonne fur- 
ther proQeedings, with wMch that Individual is particularly con- 
nected. So long as the negotiation was conducted with thecouacil 
generallyy no answer wa> received, other than a prompt rejection of 
every proposition which was submitted. We were aware, that indi- 
viduals sitting in Council acquiesced in such refusal, who are heartiljr 
disposed to 9, cessioo, but were held in restraint by the intimidating 
language of the adverse party. We made apcess to a number of 
chiefs of this description, and received Ifom them a full disclosure 
of their feelings, wishes and diflSculties. -A Treaty could have been 
■obtained, signed by a full representation of chiefs, from all the towns 
within the limits of Georgia. • The population contained within tho^se 
limits, is represented by the Agent to be about ten thousand ; and, 
also, to be the one half of the whole nation. Such treaty would have 
extinguished the Indian claim to.all lands within the limits of Geor- 
gia ; and would have eflected the removal of that number of Indians 
beyond the Mississippi. To the conclusion of such a treaty, at the 
time, and under the circumstances, two difhculties presented them- 
'selves. We had commenced our negotiation with the entire nation, 
represented by. a National Council, \fter doing this, we were not 
fully satisfied that a treaty, obtained from a divided council, sitting 
at a difterent place, would have met the sanction of the government. 
Its rejection would have reduced its signers to the grade of common 
Indians, and perhaps have exposed their persons to the severest ven- 
geance of the opposing party. It was, therefore, thought most expe- 
dient to come to a temporary adjournment, and consult the govern- 
ment, in relation to the exigency. The authority of the executive is 
asked, to convene the chie^ within the limits of Georgia— -to negoti- 
ate with them exclusively, if we think proper, or inclusive of a depn* 
tation of chiefs from the Upper Towns, if sucb deputation should 
present themselves, and evince a disposition to negotiate^ to further 
extent. The success of any future operation depends solelj upon 
the decision to be made upon this proposition. The grant of such 
authority, with positive certainty, will result as I have stated. If it 
be considered as inconsistent or impolitic, then any further prospect 
of acquiring lands of the Creeks, by the process of •negotiation, maj 
be^considered as closed. Much conversation was held with general 
Mcintosh, concerning the details and consequences of such an ar* 
rangement He is the only Indian with whom I have ever conversed, 
who seemed to comprehend rightly the connexion between the In- 
dian tribes and the government of the United States. 

If others have the like le^al view of their condition, they have never 
had the candor or magnanimity to express it. He seems to appreci- 
ate very feelingly^ the manner in which the tribe has been cherished ; 
and the very humane and advantageous policy suegested by the Pre- 
sident and the Department, of concentrating all the tribes in compact 
settlements, beyond the ^Mississippi. In eftecting this design, he will 
have it in his power to be eminently useful. Himself and his fol- 
lowersi ten thousand in number, would form the largest tribe in the 
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ip^est; ant); by example and invitatioD, wofuM indtxc^ ofhets to joiii 
them. It is sahguinely believe'd, that, even at the outset^ if such ar- 
ransement were ahout to occur, that the nation woaltl not permit. It' 
self to be divided, buty that the whole would come in, and that the 
removal would be general and entire. But'if this desirable end could 
not be produced at once, the emigrating partj would very speedily 
drain from our limits those who might remain. For considerations 
like the^e, I view it as a matter of great moment to maintain lutein- 
tosh in his authority and influence, and in his estimation of himselC; 
.I*bee: to be pilrdoned, for suggesting, that I oonsider this much bis 
due, from the important military services ivhich be has rendered the 
Uoited ^States. He stands very differently, in point of merit, from 
his principal opposer* the Big Warrior ; and the like difference would 
be round in a comparison of the followers of the onej, with those of 
the other. He has been to the west himself, and has the judgment 
to discover, and the candor tb acknowledge, the superior advantages 
of a location in that quarter. He would have preferred the territory 
selected by the Chocftaws, but has no Dbjection to a settlement still 
further west The emigrating party are desirous that as little time 
should be lost as possible* They will send out an eiplorii^g com* 
mittee, and wish tQ avail themselves of the spring and summer of this 
year, for that purpose. They are desiross, also, that the period of 
their removal, should not be beyond the next fall. Such promptness 
and expedition cannot be otherwise than acceptable to the governments 
It will be particularly so to the states which are interested. It is 
proposed by the emigrants themselves, to relieve the government from 
the entire expense and detail of* transportation. A particular suny 
not unreasonable or excessive in amount, will be stipulated to be given^ 
whicl^ they will receive and disburse themst Ives, oonsidering it is a 
full indemnity for the improvements which they abandon, the expen- 
ses which they may incurj, either in transportation or the purchase of 
necessaries to sustain them in their new settlement 

Upon the subj<^ct of the government of the Creeks we cOvld not 
acquire information of a definite and satisfactory character. Their 
council is composed of a great number of Chiefs of various grades of 
authority. The Big Wa,rrior is Hsad Chief of the Upper Towns» 
and Mcintosh of the lower. He is also Speaker of the Nation. The 
Little Prince is highest in authority ; being Head Chief of the Nation i 
and has been uniformly the friend and adherent of Mcintosh. In the 
present negotiation he considered himself bound by the sanction he 
bad givrn to the proceedings at Tuckabatchee and Pole Cat Springs; 
His attendance at those meetings we consider tb have been insidious* 
ly procured. 

The attendance of the head chief of the Cowetau Town waapro* 
cured in like manner, at the last meeting at Pole Cat Springs. The 
name of this chiefs as signed to the proceeding^, is Tomma Tustanug* 
ga. I received the statement fr om himself, that he had been taken ii^ 
and imposed upon, and that he should not hold himself bound'by the 
supposed pledge. This Cowetau town is the moste;K.ensive and nu» 
merou's m <he iiaiion. and rlaims to le the original town of. the whole 
tribe, and 'hat aP ft e^s a c is brancDes* In proof of this priority of 
standing,! beg leavi^ ta rvte> >ou to our Joarnal* which contains a 
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coDimunicatioli fh>m the Couacil of the Uth of Deeember, in whi<A 
thej saj that *'Che first red people that ever visited the whites, were 
from the Cowetiiu Town. The like proof was contained id an ob* 
aervation of the Little Prince, daring the nej^otiation. In arguaieBti 
an old treaty was referred to, which had been concluded between the 
Creeks anl the state of Georgia. Its authenticity was denied, on the 
ground that "no Cow'e'fau chief had signed it." Gowetau is on both 
sides of the ChatahoocUie ; coAtains M'Intbsh, the Little Prince, Tom- 
ma^Tustunnugga ^ and extends from Broken Arrow to the Cherokee 
boundary. It is worthy of remark, that the treatjr of 1821, C4)ncittd« 
ed at the Indian Springs, is signed by but two chiefs on the Alabana 
side of the nation. The fact is, that M'Intosh maintains the tight of 
the Cowetait Town alone to dispose of the whole country. It would 
seem that the upper towns conceded this authority^ and dreaded iU 
exercise ; for the utmost cotisternation was discoverable wherever it 
was known that commission [the comitiis8ioners3 and the Cowetao 
chiefs had had an interview. 

Thus, Sir, have I hastily detailed to you the obstacles which we 
had to encounter; the foundation which we laid ; the prospective ad* 
vantages which are held out to oa; the manner ef their attainment^ 
and a very imperfect history of the relative powers of the Creek 
towns. I shall be Ratified if the sketch shall be found to contaia 
the information required. If it does not, its defects may probably be 
supplied by reference ta myself; and [ I ] hope that such reference 
ittsnF be made, without reserve* as often as necessary. 

I would add, very respectftiUy, that an early decision is desirabi|(v 
It is in contemplatipn to return to the Creek country, re assemiHe tbe 
chiefs by the 5th of February, and transmit the treaty in time for the 
adjudication of the present Senate.

'thing you may require me to do in relation to the contract, or any 
other matter touching the business of the treaty that I can consis* 
tently do. But it must be distinctiy understood, that it is to be done 
under your special instructions. Should you determine to advertise 
for proposals, there is no tkne to spare, and if you wish me to close 
the contract, you will direct the proposals to hd made to me at tbc 
Creek Agency on a given day for rations to be issued to the Indiav 
at Broken Arrow, near Fort Mitchell, to commence on the SSth t 
November, and to coiktinue as lon^ as the Commissioners may n> 
auire Should the proposals be directed to me it must be done oft 
^r before the 1st of November, as I shall be absent from that dale to 
the 30th of November on business in Savannah. ' 

From th<s best information I have been able to collect, I think we 
may reasonably calculate on about five thousand Indians attending 
the treaty. *

*Siii : I have declined answering yours of the 20th and 27th ultimo; 
knowing that I should have an mteryiow with Major Mecriwether at 
this place. Having had that interview, I now communicate the re^, 
^ult. When we fixed the 35th November as the day of commencing- 
our^ negotiations with the Creeks^ we felt that it was a move distant 
period than Was well suiteil to our convenience. It is therefore with 
more reluctance that we obtain an assent to a postponement of the 
time The 6th of December is an extension of the time which wiH 
result ill such an interference with our engagements* as to be highly 
objectionable. We have therefore come to the conclusion of suggest^ 
ing the 1st of December* as better suited to ourselves* and which we 
. hope will in no wise be exceptionable to the chiefs or yourself. W^e 
are of opinionihat a contract for supplying rations, can be most eco- 
nomically obtained b;^ advertising for proposals. Your intended ab- 
«ence,as mentioned in yours of the 20th* will occur at a time whea 
the proposals should be opened, and a contract closed.^ We have^ 
therefore* advertised for proposals to be delivered to ourselves at 
i^illedgeviile) on the 6th of November* at which time a contract will 
be reduced to form and a requisiUea made. About that time* you 
Will probal^Iy pass Milledeeville* on your way to Savannah.

twenty thousand rations, to be ready for delivery on the day, and a^j 
the place, aforesaid* The ration to consist of twenty ounces of bee(. 
twenty ounces of sifted corn meal, and the army quantity of &alL 
The beef part of the ration estimated at five ceints ; the meal part at 
three and three-fourth cents, and the salt p^rt at one fourth of a cent* 
Ib case of failure on the part of the said Brodnax, to furnish the fuii 
supply of rations^ having the component parta aforesaid, then he ia to 
be liable for the deficiency^ according to the above estimates. 

^ It is further stipulated that the said Brodnax is to furnish any ad- 
ditional supplv of rations, of the same component parts, at the same 
place and at the same prices, which the Commissioners may reouire^ 
pending the negotiations with the said nation, the said Brodnax being 
famished with the earliest practicable nbtice of the requisite of fur* 
ther supplies after the commencement df the said negotiation on the 
day aforesaid. It is further stipulated^ that the said Brodnax is to 
give the necessary attention of himself, agents, or laborers, in taking 
care of and issuing the rations aforesaid from day to day as the same 
may be demanded for use.

The inclemency of the Wfeather prevented a meeting of the Ch 
on yesterday. On this day the following address was deliverdi 
them in full council : 

Friends ard Brotlners &f the Creek Jfation^ 

We met you on Saturday last around your great coua«tI fire, 
were received with the pipe and the right hand of friendahip* 
then ifilbrmed you that we had the same feelings towards you, 
t))at we were commissioned by our Father th^e President of the ISf 
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States. We also told jou that on this day we would make known t<^ 
you Ihe object of oar visit. We now tell you, that upwards of twenty 
years a^o a bargain was made becween the United States and Geor- 
gia. The United States agreed to purchase for Georgia all the lands 
r ^y*ng within certain limits. In this direction, th-e line runs from Flo- 
rida up the Chatahoochie to the fl st big bend above the mouth of 
! Uchee Creek, and thence to Nickejack on the Tennessee river. Geor- 
gia has made several requests of the United States to have this agree- 
ment carried into eifect. The United States, feeling bound by her. 
coatract, has appointed commissioners, and they are now before you 
on this business. The President finds you entirely surrounded by 
white people. Me sees that there ^e frequent interruptions by en- 
croachments on both sides. A. great many complaints are sent to 
him. He has attended to all these things, as he wished to make them 
all quiet. He has extensive tracts of country under his dominion be- 
yond the Mississippi, which he is willing to give you in exchange for^ 
the country you now occupy. W"e make you aii offer, not only for 
your territory within the limits of Georgia, but for your whole coun-. 
try. The price which we are to give can be more fully stipulated 
I hereafter. This can consist, in a great measure, of other lands, of 
' such extent and value as may be agreed upon. But our government 
would do something more, so as to. make your removal easy, and your ' 
n'ew^ settlement secure and comfortable. In a matter of this we?ght 
, we caanbt say at once all we have to lay before yoa. We shall ex- 
pect you to listen to us as long as we have any thing to s^iy, and 
we will do the same by you. We want you to take time and con- 
sider, and deliberate well before you decide either way. We know 
that our government has not directed us to make an unjust or impro*. 
j per offer to you. We cannot consent, therefore, that our proposition3 
' should be put aside in a hasty manner. After going fully into the 
^ subject on both sides, we shall be able to lay our proceedings before 
, the President, and let him decide upon what has been done. 

Whenever you are ready to answer us, we shall be ready to meet 
you. In all our intercourse, we desire good understanding. 

Your Friends and Brothers, 
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December Sth, 1824. 

The following reply was this day made by the Chiefs to the addre39 
of yesterday : 

Friends and Brothers : 

On Satunby last we received you as members of our Father's f4- 
mil;. The pipe, as a token of peace, was offered to you, and you 
received it ; the right hand of friecdship was extended to you, and 
you did not refuse. Your talk was that you were sent to us by our 
Father the President of th^ United States; that you would^ in two 
^7h repeat to us our JPatber's talk. Yon have« in part, done so.*- 
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Ihou have told us that upwards of twentj^ years cm a bargain Wis 
made between the United States and Georgia; that the United States 
tfrreed to purchase for Georgia ail its lands lying within, certain iim- 
it8« &c. The ag^cmeint between our Father, the President of the 
UniLed States, and our Brothers of Georgia, we hare sever before 
this, time been acquainted with, nor are we nOw convinced that any 
agreement between the United States and the state of Georgia wilf 
have the effect of alienating the affections of a just parent from a pari 
of his children, or aggrandizing the one by the downfai and Fuin ef 
the other. That ruin is almost the inevitable eonsequence of a re*, 
moval beyond tKe Mississippi, we are convinced, it is trne, veiy 
t>*ue,that we are ''sorrouoaed by white people ;^' that thene are en- 
croachments made. What assurances have we that similar ones wiR 
not be made on us, should we deem it proper to accept your offer, and 
remove beyond the Mississippi ? Aod how do we know that we would 
not be encroaching op the people of other nations ? 

We will await your'next communication, entertaining the hope that 
you will then ai^^quaint us with the whole of your talk. 

We have a/Z confidence in our Father, the Presidentt and in your- 
selves as commissioned by him, and are convinced that you will deal 
justly by us. 

As we have met friends» we wish to continue so» let the result of 
^r meeting he as it may.

Fftmima ^Airo Bn^TftSRS : We attended your council jeaterdirtk 
and recKh>ed your tf^Ur, wiiidi^ we^ gUd to tirii Aide in % ap&U # 
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gbod feeling and lilieralitj. ^ This vras etp^ted of yotl, on tocouiA 
of the kindness and protection which has always been exteoded $o 
you bj the United States. You have requested that the wtiolo of ow 
talk be delivered at this time. We have no objection to |0 fuUj into 
tiiat auiiject, and although the time allowed is very shor£ we belief 
ve shall be able to com(dy with your requestf^*-*BiDthera» we now 
proceed to explain the nature of your connection with the Goneral 
Uovemoient, and although it may not he very pleasing, it is» n^ver- "^ 
tholess» true. 

We a^k yoU) how did the Miuooffeo nation come by this country ? ' 
You came from the west and took w country from another people* 
who were in possession. After livi0|^ here a great many years, the 
people from over 6he big waters came in laijge vessels and took some 
of toe country from you, and set up their own Government, and made 
laws, and made you obey them. Ninety two years ago die British 
granted a charter to all the hmd between Savannah and Alatamaha 
rivers, up to their heads, and thence to the western ocean. Then* 
afterwards, sixty years ago, the same Britiah p»vemment extended 
the limits of Georgia to SU Mary's river * thence, along the Florida 
line, to Mississippi river. 

All this was Georgia 'till 1802. We will now tdl jrou how the 
eottbtry we have described happened to belong to the Vntted States: 
About fitty years ago a war broke out between the British an4 her 
own people who werebere. The war lasted seven yearf^ and the 
British, were conquered — ^you took part in that war and weie con«< 
quered alsa All the country which was conquered, bdong^ then 
4o the cojoquerorsr The British were all driven off, and you would 
have shared the same fate, but for the humanity and gisodness of the 
new government, which was established after the ««r. This nei^ 
gpvernment was called the United States of America; and directly 
after it was formed, it held treaties with you, and all oth« Indiaa 
tribes.-^You are not the only tribe that fought on tbe side of the Bril* 
isb ; every other tribe did the same, and idi were treated alike-«^t 
save up and claimed protestion, and were received into favor. The 
Ddla wares made a treaty at Fort Pitt» and gave ub their power ; the 
Six Nations did the like at Fort Stanwix ; the Cherokees, at iio|i^. 
well, and the Creeks, at New York* 

Siace the war of the Revolution^ when General W*aahington fou^t 
the Indian tribes have had no power in the United States. It waa 
not your fault that your forcfatners fought against their country, yet 
you have to be the sufferers by their rashness. Since this time siome. 
of you have shown yourselves worthy of bmog the President's ehfl- 
dren, by fighting by the side of the white man, against the foes of 
liberty. The President witl always stand by yon, and protect foa 
against want* and against your enanies. He has not sent us here to 
make offiarsi or propose sohemea for your va^nty^ or destnlctioo* On 
the contrary, the most earnest wishWhiafaflArt is« that you should be 
lireserved; that you shs^ld live and prosper ; that you should advaaoe 
in civilia&ation ; that you should have gsod laws» and obey them ; that 
you should have schools, and learn ; tkat yon should have churches, 
sad worship him who made you. But the qniition is, h«>w are Vre to 
attftia tbese desirable ends f The President, lb <reat ^lodoesii hi^ 
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pointed out the way : Fifteen years ago he advised some of his ^red 
cliiidren to go beyond the Mississippi*. Five thousand went, and are 
free from intrusion and disturbance from the whites. These limits 
are extendedt and they are not surrounded and hemmed in on every 
side. If the young men wish to pursue the game, it is there found 
in abundance ; if they wish to bijcome herdsmen and cultivators* the 
soil is well suited for these purposes. But above all, if you wish to 
quit the chase, to free yt)urselvcs from barbarism, and settle down in 
.the calm pursuits of civilization and good morals, and to raise up a 
generation of Christians, you had better go. The aid and protection 
of the government will go with you. 1 he good wishes of the best 
men alive will go with you ; and the missioparies, with their schools 
and meeting houses, and good examples and prayers, will be planted 
in the. midst you. Brothers, the talk which we row deliver to you is 
from the mwith of a great and good man, our father^ the President 
In speaking to his Cherokee children, he say^ these words : •* Sly 
impression is strong, that it would promote essentially the security 
and happiness of tne tribes within our limits, it they could be pre- 
vailed on to retire west and north of our states and territories, on 
lands to be procured for them by the United States, in exchange for 
those on which they now reside. Surrounded as they are, and press- 
ed as they will be on every side, by the white population, it will be 
difficult, if not impossible, for them, with their kind of government, 
to sustain order among them. Their inierior will be exposed to fce- 
<|uent disturbances, to remedy which, the interposition of the United 
States will be indispensable, and thus their government will grada« 
ally Inserts authority, until it is annihilated. In this process the 
moral character of the tribes will also be lost, since tbe change wft 
be too rapid to admit their improvement in civilization, to etiaUl 
them to institute and sustain a government founded on our prinA 
' pies, if such a change were compatible either with the compact tf 
Georgia, or with our general system, or to become members of *a 
•state, should any state be willing to adopt them in such numbers. — 
But all these evils may be avoided if these tribes will move beyond 
the limits of our present states and territofies." — These are the 
v^ards of the Prc8ldent,used no longer ago than last March. We will 
now give you the talk of the Secretary of War, Mr. Calhoun, to the 
Cherokees, last January. He say^, " You must be sensible that it 
ivill be impossible for you to remain for any length of time in j'oiir 
, present situation, as a distinct society or nation, within the limits of 
Georgia, or any other srate Such a community is incompatible with 
our system, and must yield to it. This truth is too striking an^ ob- 
vious not to be seen by all of you, surrounded as you are by the peo- 
ple of the several states. You must either cease to be a distinct com* 
muoity^ and become, at no distant period, a part of the statewithia 
whose limits you are* or remove beyond the limits of any state.'' 

We have thus given you the talks of two of the highest authorities 
of the United States, the President and Secretary of War. These, 
to be sure, were delivered to th^ Cherokees, but they apphy with equal 
iorch o you. for both are wi'hin the Georgia limits, and the United 
Stiites are boursd to extinguish your title. Brothers, we might add 
the Ulk9 of itte members of Congress from Georgia to the President^ 
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*and also the talk of our head raan, the Governor of Georgia. We 
*have these by us, and will esrplaio them to jou veroalij. They are 
too long to be included in this writing. We can here Bay this much 
of them, that they set foith very strongly the rights ot Georgia — 
That the President has listened to them, and sent us here for the pur- 
pose of settling matters which threaten to produce the greatest dis- 
turbances and serious consequences. 

Brothers, before we came into your country, we read in the nciirs- 
papers, where some of you had held two meetings at Tucxabat*' hee 
and Pole Ca(;> Spring, and signed a talk to '^ follow the pattern of the 
Cherokees, and never sell another foot of land.!' We fear you have 
. suffered yourselves to be misled. You have made a hasty conclusion 
ivh.ich you are unable to support Whether this was produced by 
the Cherokee talk that was sent to you, or by the iotemeddiing «ifR- 
ciousness of interested individuals, or by both, we are not exactly 
prepared to say. But we warn you against the advice of intruders 
dnd false prophets. As lofty ground as the Cherokees have taken, 
we have no doubt of seeing the time when they will come under the 
laws of the whitest or go to the we.»t, where they can be to themselves/ 
These two meetings which you have had are rash and premature — 
They are not binding even upon those who signed them, much less 
are they binding "^u pen the nation. This is the place where laws are 
made, in full Council, not at Tuckabatchee or Pole Cat Springs where 
' a mere handful are gathered together, not, perhaps, so much by their 
own consent, as by designing individuals. This nation was once l^d 
into a dreadful war by advisers and false prophets. Take care hoV7 
you listen to talks which come from such sources. No man, no nation^ 
has a right to interfere with the affairs of this nation We shall make 
0UV propositions open and fair to this Council. If our talk is receiv- 
ed, we doubt not but the good of yourselves and the United States 
vill tie advanced. If it is rejected, it will be to the injury of both. 
There shall be ,no interference with us, and we shall be inclined to 
tfj: the extent of our powers, if we detect any interference with you: 
Brothers, we have heard you say that you love the country ymi 
live'ini and that you are. opposed to a removal. This is not the first 
country which has been sold b> its proprietors. The United States 
has lately bought Florida from Spain, and the Spaniards are gone, 
part^ to Cuba, and others beyx)(id the seas. The United States, some 
yei|fjs ago, bought Louisiana from France, and many of the intiabit- 
aAHl' removed thousands of miles from the place of their birth, and 
where their fathers were buried. The United States have lately made 
a treaty with the Seminoles, and bave marked out a country for them 
and told them to go to it, Th^ United States have exchanged lands 
witb the Choc taws, and that tribe have a flourishing settlement, with 
wiiicb tbey are very much pleased, on Red River, including the Warm 
Springs Other instances might i)e given, where countries have 
been sold, and jieople removed. We believe, that, by an exchange 
and removal, this nation would secure a safe and permanent resting 
place, where'they would be free from interruption and disturbance. 
1 ou would have some encouragement to clear fields and build go(td 
houses. They would be yours, and yours cot for a short time ; but 
• Qt yourselves and generations afterwards. Yoq flourish best when 
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at a distance from the settlements. In going; throttj|h jour coH&trff 
where do we find ih^ most improrements i On the lines of the statob 
and even on the public roads* wjd hard!/ ever see a field or a housoi 
You retire wfthin* in order to get clear of the intrusions and en** 
croachments of disorderly whites, who sometimes gather upon oir 
frontiers. But even in the interior, the state of jour improvemei^ 
are such as to show that there is something wroiig«-^that jou do ASt 
consider yourselves at home. You told the Commissioners at tbs 
Indian Springg* that jour people had quit hunting, and settled dov| 
to the industrious use of thie axe» hoe, plough, and loom. Tho ^me 
is gone, but still we find vou ranging in parties in all directions ; 8!<Mttk 
to Florida) some to the Cherokee and Cnoctaw nations, and some ha^ 

tone even beyond the Mississippi. Brothers, we plainly see, and w 
now it to be true, from the talks of the President, the Secretary m 
War, the Governor of Georgia, the Georgia delegation in Congrei^ 
and the Legislature of Georgia, for years past, that one of two tniiij^ 
must be done: — you umst come under the laws of the whites, or jriMf 
must remove. Brothers, these are not hard ph>po8itions. If you in" 
tend to be industrious, and go to work in earnest, our laws will liof 
be burthensome. But the dinerence would be so quick and so great 
that at first it might imake you restless and uneasy. But let you ffi 
where you will, a change in your condition will be the study of chru- 
tians and the work of the Government. Brothers, we now tell joti 
what we, in the name of your Father, the President* want you tado^ 
We want the country you now occupy. It is within the limits df 
Georgia and Alabama. These states insist upon having their lincp( 
cleared. The President will do this by giving you a better countr-'" 
and will aid you in removing ; protect jou where you may |;o, agaii 
whiles and all others, and give you a solemn guarantee m the ti 
and occupancy of the new country which you may select —-We i^ 
leave you, to pause, to examine, and decide. This talk comes to ^ 
full of friendship, yet it is of serious and important import.

Friends and Brothers : You have given us a verj long talk which 
lie will now answer the most prominent parts of. 

You tell us of things which we never heard before. You tell u» 
that the Muscogees are not the original proprietors of this soil ; that 
they came from the Westy and obtained it by conquest* This we do 
not know. From all the traditions which have been ^handed down to 
us from our forefothers^ we have been impressed with the belief, that 
we are the original^ and aole proprietory of the soil. Brothers, the 
first white peo^e.that ever landed here, found us here. The first red 
people that were known to visit the whites, were from the Coweta 
towo.^ We are' therefore under the conviction that our people are 
the orij^nal proprietors tS the soi]» as M inheritance left to us by 
|Nir forefathers. As proof of this» every sale of lands which has been 
Aiade to the whites, has been made by the Muscogees. But admit 
ihat we now bold our lands by right of occupancy only^-admit the 
bluioDi of Georgia to have been a good one to that part of country 
iceded to the United States by the treaty of cession of 1802, a dri^H- 
^lotion in that a|;reement declares, that the United States will extin- 
ffkA tor Georgia the Indian title to the lands within the ceded limits 
it soon onjy as it can be done on peaceable and reasonable terms! 
Wiii certainly admits the claim of the Muscogees to the right of an 
Oiftupancy, until they are willing to dii^pose of that occupancy. It 
•if true, that, in the war between Great Britain and her colonies, that 
m^nj of our people were deluded by the British, and persuaded to 
take the aide a^nst the colonies. But after the conclusion of that 
war, which terminated in favor of the colonies, a new, free, and inde* 
pendent goremment wa9 formed and acknowledged by all or many 
of the European power% ^ 

After the establishment of the United States Government, they 
made treaties with the different tribes, and the first treaty entered 
Into between the Muscogee nation and the United^ States, at New- 
York, in iugust, IT90» the 5th article of which, here follows, vjz; 
•• The United States solemnly guaranties to theCredttiat'on, afl their 
lands within the limits of the United States, to the westward aiid 
southwarf of the' boundary line described by the preceiiing article '> 
expressly fi;uaranties to this nation ail flle lairds within certain limits 
ind not ceded by that treaty ; a part of which lands, are the lands 
which Georgia now claims. The 2d article' of the treaty of Fort 
lackson, done in August, li]^ speakb this language : «* The United 
States will guaranty to the Creek nation, the integrity of ail their 
territory, eastin^ardly and northwardly of the said line, to be run arid 
di&9cnbed as me^ioned in thetrst arficle.>'—.4t the treaty of the 
Indian Spring in Jimuai-yi USri, in reply tor request made by the 
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Chiefs of the nation to th^ Commissioners, foF a guarantee to the re« 
mainder of their lands, the Commissioners said verbally, *' that we 
had already a sufficient guarantee in two former treaties," allailing, 
undoubtedly, to the treaties of New York, in 1790, and Fort Jackson, 
in 1814. Taking into view, the words of the freaty of Cession with 
Qeorgia, and the several s;uaraotees jn treaty shpulations between 
this nation and the United States, as well as the letter of the Honor- 
able George Graham, acting Secretary of War, to the Creek deputa' 
tlon, dated 17th March, 1817, an extract of which here follows, viz.: 
«.« The land which was guarantied to you by the treaty sig^ned^by Gen- 
eral Jackson and your Chiefs and head men, on the 9th of August. 
1814, is your land, and your Father, the President, who holds -jm 
and your nation fast t)y the hand, will take care that no part of it is 
ever taken from you, excepting by the free consent of the Chiefs and 
bead men, given in council, and for a valuable consideration" — it 
seems to have bi>en distinctly understood by the contracting parties, 
and acknowledged by the government of the United State?, that no 
coercive measures were to be apprehended by us; nor can we believe, 
that our Father, the President, will act otherwise than in good faith, 
in the strict and faithful performance of treaty .stipulations. Broth- 
ers, we have already parted with various tracts of our land, until 
we ^nd our limits quite circumscribed— we. have barely a sufficiency 
left us. The proposal to remove beyond the Mississippi, we cannot 
for a moment listen to. Brothers, we have among us, aged and in- 
firm men and women;, and helpless children, who cannot bear the fa- 
tigues of even a rtngle day's journey. Shall we, can we leave them 
behind us? Shall we desert, in their old age, the parents that foster- 
ed us ? The answer is in your own hearts — No! Again, we feel an 
affection for the land in which we were born ; we wish our bones \m 
rest by the side of our fathers. Considering, then, our now circum- 
scribed limits, the attachments we have to our native soil, aiKl the 
assurances which we have, that our homes will never be forced from 
us, so Ions: as the Government of the United States shall exist, we 
must jvosifiue/i^ e/ech'ne the proposal of a removal beyond the Missis-' 
«ippi, or the sale of any more of our territory. Brothers, we feel 
gratified by [the friendly disposition manifested towards -us by you, 
and as we met friendlyy so we hope to part. «

In conversation with Colonel Crowell, the Agent, the Comrois- 
doners were informed that the two publications dated at Tuckebat* 
chee and Pole Cat Springs, signed by a number of the Upper Town 
Chiefs, were written by the sub-agent. Captain Walker, that the first 
was brought to this place in June last, no signatures were obtained, ^ 
but the Agent understood it to be consented to generally. It was 
then in the hand writing; of Captaia Walker^ the lasft meating wh^re

the Pole Cat proceedings occurred was at Walker's house. No com- 
munication was made to the Government of either of these proceed* 
ioffs. 

The following communication was received from his excellency the 
Goyemor of Georgia.. 

Executive Department, 
MilledgeviUe, 9th Dec. 1824 

Qei^tlemen: The Legislature will probably adjotsrn about the 
18th inst. ; and. as much anxiety is manifested to know whether you 
have any prospects of concluding a Treaty, I have sent an express 
that this letter may be safely delivered into your own hands. If tiiere 
are no prospects of bringing your mission to a favorable termination^ 
be 80 good as to apprise me of the obstacles you have had to encoun- 
ters'—if you found yourselves anticipated and forestalled by the In- 
dian Council, held in (he Spring, of which we received thefirst no- 
tice recently through an \labama print. Inform, me, if you please, 
by what authority that Council was held : whether with the know- 
ledge, countenance, or encouragement of the Agent : was the Agent 
present at that Coifncil, and what part did he take : who drew up 
their State Paper : were the proceedings of that Council made known 
by the Agent to his Government, without delay, and was it with a 
knowledge of these proceedings that you were appointed : were any 
nllusions made to them in your instructions. Yon will pardon the 
trouble f give you. There is no absolute right, on my part, to pro- 
pound these questio' s ;. no obligation on yours to answer them. Ne- 
vertheless, you are citizens of Georgia, and if your negotiations fail, 
jou will see how necessary it will be for me to receive true and cor^- 
.*ect answers to these q^uestions, from such authority as will enable 
ma to use them in vindication of our rights to ihe best advantage. 
You will not infer from any of them that hasty- inferenceH have been 
indulged to the prejudice of the Government of the United States. 
Hope is still entertained, that all will be right} and^ in no event will 
any thing be sought to inculpate the Gh)vernment of the United States, 
J>ut strict matter of fact.

ftiR: Veur express arrived here on Sunday, and found us absen^t 
0!i a small excursion up the river on business most importantly con- 
nected vrith our mission. We did not return till yesterda;^, and then 
in excessive raiO) which has greatly retarded our operations. We 
are not without our difficulties in determining what shall be our an- 
swer to the several inquiries" whic)l you have propounded. These dn 
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not arisv, however/frotn any reluctance to make to ftk a fuUdiseHi* 
aure of our proceedings, and the obstacles which we have had totes-r 
counter, but for an apprehension that* by such communication, we 
might, for the present^ weaken the means of which we hope success- 
full;^ to avail ourselves. As Agents of the General Government, and 
"^ as citizens of Georgia* we cannot regard yoiir efforts upon this sub- 
ject in other than the most favorable light; and at a time more sea- 
sonable^ in case of our failure* we shall be prepared most heartily to* 
CO operate in jour views, and upon the ver^ points of your inquiries. 

We commenced oUr negotiations in writing; as far as it h«s pro- 
gressed in this way, we .send you a copy. This method has been 
abandoned, as too foriAal, and liable to too many interruptions* Our 
discussions will be comluoted orally for the future, and in this way 
we shall enjoy advantag:es which will probably lead to success. 

Tl^e proceedings which you have seen published, as occurring at 
Tufikebatchee, and Pole Cat Springs, were evidently intended ta 
forestall us. They haye, in a great measure, had the etfect, by spread* 
ing alarm throughout^ the nation, by the miserable farrago of threatg. 
which they contain. For some time past, the Cherokees have exerted 
a steady and officious interference in the affairs of this tribe. That 
ibis has derived additional impulse, ajad that we are now encountering 
a daify interference most active and insidious, we have no doubt 

We decline a specification, in the hope that we may succeed with- 
out it, and thereby avoid its irritating consequences. Deeply sensi- 
ble that a persevering zeal is indispensable, in furtherance of the po- 
licy of the Government, and in vindicating the rights of Georgia, we 
will communicate again hy express, to reach you in the forenoon of 
Saturday, if such step should appear to us to promise any advantage*

On this day, December the 14ib« the Commissioners attended 4he 
Council, and 'found them engaged in the earnest discnssion of the 
subject of the treaty. Eight or ten chiefs delivered their opinions 
at considerable length, and some with ^reat earnestness and vehe- 
mence. ^ Aft^r they had closed, the Commissioners were invited in, 
and having previously irran^ed witk the Council to conduct the ne- 
gotiation, verbally deliverea tcrtEem a talk, which insisted, in strong 
terms, upon the acquisition or the whole country by tzchange, or of 
a part b j exchange or purchase. The wishes of the General Goveror 
ment were urged. Efforts were used to convince the Council that 
such ariangement was^indispensable, whether considered in relation 
to the United States pr themselves, l hat for the safety and better 
means of defence of the Ooited Srates, and to enable her to comply 
^ith the compact with Geor^i^j It Tvaa nece^my that thts statf^ 
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should lie together in a compact form. That, for the profectioD and 
improvement of the nation^ it was necessary the^ should go oat of the 
limits of the states. Thej were warnedT against the talks of any 
body except the General Government ; that they had been misted by 
the CheroKees and others, whose duty it was to have instructed them 
better. 

Many other topics were also urged, and documents read, showing 
the rights of the United States and Georgia, and the opinions and 
'wishes of the General Government 

At the close ot the Commissioners' remarks on the above subject^ 
^ey proposed that the balance of the negotiation should be conducted 
by a number of chiefs, to be selected by the Council ; and that the 
mass who were standing rounds and occasioning great expense in ra- 
tions, should be discharged. They also proposed that the place of 
negotiation should be changed to some room which should be more 
comfortable and convenient ; and that the Commissioners would pay 
the expense of such a room. To the whole of these last propositions 
m flat denial wa's received. It was answered, that they would dis- 
charge none of their people; that they would meet no where but in 
the square ; and that proceedings should be m the presence of all, 
vrho were attending. Two chiefs then gave their answer to the main 
subject of the Commissioners' talk. ThesP! were short but pointed, 
consisting of nut little more than the <^ emphatic No." The Council 
were then informed that the Commissioners could not take such an^ 
ewer as conclusive; that they should continue the negotiation as long 
as they thought proper, and would expect ta meet the Council again 
on to-morrow. 

The following letter was addressed to the Agent : 

Sir: Having been instructed by the War Department to call cia, 
you for any inrormation or assistance which we might need, pending 
the present treaty^ we have to request that you cause to be produced 
to us certain documents transmitted by the Cherokee nation, or soma 
individual thereof^ to this nation ; also a letter, purporang to have 
been writtcfn by one Charles Casheda, of Tennessee, to the Big War* 
rior. We deem an inspection of the above documents material to 
us, in furthering the just views and policy of the General Govern- 
ment If they are in the custody, power, or control of yourself or 
sub agent, we shall be thankful, if you will cause them furnished as 
toon as practicable.

Mr. Fe;:k, who acted as Secretary to .the Creek CouQcil) informs 
me, that he has in his possession the correspondence between the 
Cherokees and the United States* Commissioners at Nev-Town,but 
that he does not feel himseirauthorized to give them up, without the 
content of the chiefs, from whom he rsceived them.

United States Comaiissionevs. 

JVbte.— The papers furnished, were a letter from the Cherokee de- 
legation to the President; letter from U. G. Campbell to the Secre- 
tary of War, dated 28 h No?cmber. J823; Report of the Hecretary 
of War to the President; Secretary o( War to Cherokee delegation; 
the dele^alioQ to the Secretary of Miar; President's Message to 
Congress. The above papers were in manuscript, and, as we belief 
in the hand-writing of John Rijss. 



Secemher 16, 1834, 

The Commissioners met the Council again on this day, and gave 
them a talk. Reference was had to the treaties of Augusta, Gal- 
phinton,and Shoulderbone, for the purpose of showing, that even 
belore the Revolution, the lands which the nation occupied were not 
held by title, but reserved to them simply for hunting- grounds. Sub- 
sequent treaties were alio referred to, and many arguments urged 
in favor of an entire or partial session oi lands. A distinct propo- 
sition was then submitted, that the Unite<^ States would give lands 
in exchange for the entire possessions of tha Creek nation, acre foe 
acre, and to indemnify the nation for their improvements, and the 
expenses of removal, would pay the sum of five hundred thousand 
dollars, or would make an exchange for the lands within the limits 
of Georgia, giving as odds, the sum of three hundred thousand dol- 
lars. To these ailments and pnipoutions, the Little Prince re- 
plied, that he had directed his warriors several times to tell the 
Cammissioaers that he had no land for sale ; but that we would not 
believe them, therdbre he would answer himself. He said he should 
listen to no old treaties. That at New York the nation gave up land, 
and .that General Washington gave them the balance, and tola tbem 
it was theirs; and that they never intended to spare another foot. 
The Commissioners then laid before them sundry documents, c«i- 
taining evidence of a claim in favor of Blackburn and Houston, of 
Tennessee against the nation, forwarded by the War Department 
ind then retired- 
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^. December 18, I&34. 

The comiDissioners met In council, and asked whether thej per- 
sisted in the determination which tht j had expressed, of ceding lands 
on no terms. The Big Warrior's deputy answered, that he .would 
not take a house full of money for his interest in the land ; and tbat 
we might take this for a final answer. 

In regard to the claim from Tennessee, the council insisted on de- 
lay ; stating, that papers were in the hands of the Big Warrior, 
which were material. Ttiej said further, that the arrest of the 
claimants, and the capture of their goods, were under the order of 
the asent. Col. Hawkins; and that this order could not then be pro- 
duced ; and that thej could not consider the claim any further at this 
time* 

The commissioners then took their leave of the council, and re- 
tired. 

On the evening of this day the commissioners consulted as to the 
^<)ourse besi to be pursued. Believing that they had been defeated by 
combination SLUfJi preconcert, they resolved to pursue the subject by 
every means of which they could avail themselves. It appeared 
thiat the most active, industrious, and insidious means, had been re« 
sorted to for months, for the purpose of inspiring confidence, detev« 
mination, prejudice and obstinacy, in one part of the nation, (Up- 
per town,) and of spreading fears and alarms in the other, by threats 
and menaces. These were frequently repeated in the course of the 
negotiation. The commissioners found themselves overreached in 
the selection of the place. The combination had every opportunitj 
of exerting^ its devices, and the commissioners had but few facili- 
ties of counteraction. We satisfied ourselves that a treaty could be 
obtained from the chiefs within the limits of Georgia, and to the tw 
tent of thQ Georgia claim rhe basis of such treaty would have bet^oi 
exchange of territory, and would have effected the removal of one 
half of the nation, 10,000. The commissioners, entertaining some 
doubts of the validity of treaty signed oy individual couDOtl, and 
fearing to expose such part of tht* chiefs to the resentment of the 
combination, resolved upon a temporary adjournment, for the pur- 
pose of obtaining the further instructions of the Government The 
following communication was then addressed to the Secretary of War. 
But the commissioners, considering ^hat the business of negotiation 
requires to be precipitated, and that the least delay would endanger 
suocess; and, considering further, that tke subject admits of better 
explanation, and greater detail, by a personal interview with the £x' 
ectttive of the Union, determined that a member of the board should^ 
with the least possible delay, proceed to Washington City, and tha£ 
proceedings should rest until his return. D. G. Campbell being select- 
ed to make the visit to Washington, the board adjourned, and resolve* 
ed to set out for Georgia the next day.

■■ The facts, heretofore disclosed, ahew a willinctiess, on the part of i 
the Indians wilhin the Oeorgia limits, to cede their territory, and to | 
tfnij^rate; but insurmountable obstacles present themselvea to Lht ' 
acceptance of a treaty thus concluded. Jt is bow projKiBed to re- | 
asMmble the diiefsoT the whole nation; to renew the offers already 
nade ; to obtain the entire Creek countrj, if practicable ; but if tbu 
cannot be effected, then to accept a treaty, signed by the chiefs, with-- 
in the limits of Georgia, provided avch treaty be accompanied by the 
assent of the other chiefsi that the land to be abandoned by the emi- 
iratinf( party, shall be immediately subject to the disponitton of, rhe 
Government. I am nnable to perceive any objec ion, to which this 
proposition may be liable. If the President entertains the like viewSt

Sir i I am directed by the Fruident to inform yoa that Captain 
'Walker, the sub agent of the Creek nation, has been discharged by 
[lis order. The reasons for his discharge, will appear in 'he letter 
to Colonel Cro well, the azent, covering the discharge of ih^ eub- 
agen', a copy of which is herewith enclosed. 

The ngent was instructed, by a letter from this Di-partment of the 
IGtb July last, covering an extract from the instructions to yourself 
an<l Uajor Merri wether, to ober your orders on all points connected 
ttitii the proposed treaty, as trill appear by a copy (rf the letter and 
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of tfie extract referred to, and herewith enclosed. It was n«t doubt- 
td bj t^ Department, but that he would zealously co-^operate in effect- 
Hig the object of the Government in authorizing the treaty to be held. 
It appears, however, by the report, that the agent neglected to inform 

iou of the previous meetings and decision of the Creek chiefs at To- 
aiil>atche and the Pole Cat Springs, which had so material a bearing 
on the negotiation, and that the commissioners had torely solely upon 
their own exertions, without aid from the agent, who assumed a neur 
tral position. It also appears, from the journal, that in the opinion 
of the commissioners, the Creek Indians have been misled by the 
Cherokees, and others whose duty it was to have instructed them het» 
ttr. It is the desire of the President, before he makes any decision 
on the conduct of the agent, to be put in full possession of all the 
facts and eircumstances, which may enable him to form a correct 
opinion as to bis conduct and motives in withholding his co-operation; 
and particularly, whether the agent received any instruction from the 
commissioners directing his general or particular co-operation, whic^ 
be refused or neglected to fulfil, and who are referred to in ^eaking^ 
of •• others,'* in the extract from the journal of the proceeding^ of the 
commissioners above stated ; and particularly, whether the a^nt was^ 
and if so, by what particular acts of his were the Creeks misled. 

It is doubtless the duty of the agent to watch over and to protect 
the Indians assigned to his agency, and to advance their interest in 
all cases under the treaties, laws, and instructions of the Department; 
but still he is the agent of the Government, and is bound in all cases 
to give his zealous co operation in. effecting its views. In addition to 
which, in this case, he was particularly directed to obey the in^tioc* 
tlons of the commissioners, which ought to have excluded all doubt 
as to his duty, affordiag all the aid in his power to contribute to a 
successful termination of the treaty. 

The commissioners, in their communication to the governor of 
Georgia, speaking of the difficulties in answering his inquiries, re- 
mark that these (di£9culties) do not arise from any reluctance to make 
to you fthe governor) a full disclosure of our proceedings, and the ob- 
stacles which we ha^ ^had to encounter, but from^an apprehension 
that, by such communication, we might, for the present^ weaken the 
means of which we hope successfully to avail ourselves. As agents 
of the general Government, and as citizens of Georgia, we cannot 
regard your efforts upon this subject, in other than the most favorable 
light ; and at a time more seasonable, in case of our failure, we shall 
be prepared most heartily to co-operaie in your views, and upon the 
verj points of your inquiries.^' Again, " that we are now enco.un* 
tering a daily interference, most active and insidious, we have no 
doubt. We decline a specification, in the hope that we may succeed 
without it, and thereby, avoid its Irritating consequences." 

The President requests to be informed of the nature o^ the commu- 
nication which wad withheld from the governor, and which, if it had 
been communicafed. would for ^Aepresenf, weaken the means of which 
tiie commissioners hoped successfully to have availed themselves ; and 
which, at a time more seasonable, in the case of a failure, they pro* 
posed to make known, and to cooperate with hia views on the points 
of his ioquiriJBS, and what was the nature of the means referred to ; 
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and, &h4f what was tKe nature of tKose active and iDsidioua iatec- 
, f«renct» v-n-xti tlie commisBioDerB eacouDtered, but wbich the^ declin- 
ed specifjiog in their answer to the govcrnoi. in order tu avoid irri- 
tating consequences ; and from whence BUch interfer«Hces came. 

The proposi^d renewal «r the negotiation renders the eiplauation 
the more deBireble. The President is very solicitous for its auccesa- 
fut termination ; and a full disclosure of the nature, extent^ and 
source of the opposition at which the commissionere hint, will enable 
him to adept such measuresi as the facts disclosed may require.

The charges 
against Caprain Walker ire generally, thai he aided and couDte- 
Danced the Indians in their opposition to the treaty, and, psrticulBriy, 
that he penned the publicaiion uf the Creek chiela, ai Tokaubatchee 
and the Pole Cat Springs ; and that their meeting at the latter, was 
at his house, and with his sanction and countenance. In additioa to 
the above, it appears, by verbal statements, that Captain Walker has 
mariied a daugnter ol one of the principal chiefs of the nation, which 
creates a relationship that is calculated to influence him improperly 
in the discharge of his duty. Capuin Walker's place will be filled 
by the Department, as soon as a suitable person can be selected.

8iR : [ hare received yours of yesterday, informing me of the re* 

movat of Capt Walker from the office of Sub agent of the Crrdt 

nation, and asking further information respecting the position assiu- 

ed by the principal agent $ and askings also, an explanation of cer« 

tain passages contained iii the cbmmissioners' journal. 

. I resard the impeachment of an individual, of official delinqueoc^ 
as matter of delicate import. I did not, therefore, permit myself t» 
become the accuser of Capt Walker, until by actual observation, a&di 
from his own acknowledgment, I was possessed of direct and maoi' 
fast proof of his guilt. Not possessing the like evidence agaifistthe 
agent, I cannot consent to be considered Ai5 accuser, i/iy only aili* 
i^ion to this officer was upon the ground of his non co operation, aoil 
his omission to restrain his sub agent in his ,ad verse movemetits.- 
This wiasin compliance with the course suggested by the DepartmeA 
which required an enumerution of all the difficulties which weM 
encountered. As far as he has been brought into question, by qj 
report, on account of the negative course which he professed to por- 
.«ue, and the neutrality. which he assumed, the grounds taken fatvt 
been fully sustained by the President and Department. In any pro- 
ceeding beyond this, I decline an agency. It only remains for id4 
then, to give ^planation^ to ceruin passages which you have cited 
in the journal ; to. Unfit or extend their bearing^ as the state of fat;ti 
may feanire, (ind to answer certain questions which you have pro- 
pounded; 

I am a^ed *< whether the agent received any instructions from the 
commissioners, directing his general or particular co operation, which 
he refused or neglected to fulfil P" The power of the commissioners 
to control the agent was derived from their instructions ; and the 
tenor of these instructions Will shew the extent of that powen The 
article connected with the subject is this :

rstepa as maj be n^ecessarj to prepare the Indians to meet the com- 
missioners at the time and place which thej may fix on for holding 
it^ and of which he should be earlj apprized." 

The construction given to this article wais, that it limited itself td 
ih^ provisions which might be heeded at the ireatj,and to the a3sem^ 
blage of the Indians. Our expectations that the agent wouki co- 
operate* were formed from our convictions of his dutj as the officer 
of the Government If, as appears to be the fact, iiis convictions 
were otherwise, otir order would have been, an unavailing process* 
On reference to the journal, I find, io a letter which I addressed to 
the agent on the 5th September, this sentence ; . 

** I shall attend Baldwin Court on the fgiiirth Monday in this month, 
when I shall bNe glad to be informed of any matter afft:ctin| ottr nego* 
tiation. We are greatly concerned for the result of our mission^ and 
must beg you to prepare the nation for the issue we desire." 

'Whether this will be regarded as an '^instruction/' ^directing a 

general or particular co-operation,' I cannot undertake to say. It is 

ni9st certain that the agent did not so regard it ; or, if he did, thea 

he failed to * fulfill' it: for neutrality was his avowed coutse trom 

' beginning to end. 

I now proceed to an explanation of the allusions contained in the 
letter of the commissioners to Governor Troup, of Georgia. The 
; Legislature of that state being in session, and near a ciose, the Gov- 
" ernor communicated with the commissioners by exnress. This hap« 
^ psned at what we considered the crisis of the negotiation. The very 
;' day on whibh the express arrived, was spent by the commissioners at 
' Cowe taw, a few miles distant from the treaty ground, on business coa* 
' nected with the treaty. The absence of uie comtnlssioners— -the 
dispatch of an express to Georgia— the arrival of the Governor's ex- 
' press from Georgia, the communication had, by the commissioners^ 
' ' on tiiat day^ with some of the chiefs, had the effect of producing great 
* confusion and alarm in the ranks of those who considered themselves 
our adversaries This was manifested by. the hasty departure of two 
messengers to the Big Warrior, one on the night of the 13th, and the 
other on the morning of the 14th December ; one of these messen- 
gers was sent at the instance of the sub agent himself. The Big 
Warrior was not present at the treaty, bat seemed to be represented 
by a committee of four* Wi^h these, the sub agent had constant in« 
tercourse; and, in council, they were the organ 6f the opposition. 
For these acts of interference he was called to account by the cpm^ 
missioners, and given to understand the danger to which he had ex- 
posed himself. The withholding of these facts was intended to have 
Us operation upon Walker, and to be made the price of his co-opera- 
tion. These are some of the 'insidious' and ' daily interferences' to 
which we had allusion ; and this is the individf^al whom we intended 
to designate. The business of negotiation, always intricate when- 
applied to Indians and their advisers, becomes peculiar, and is often 
influenced by circumstanees seemingly unimportant. 

Tnus, sir, have I answered the several points upon whieh the Pre- 
sident required further information. In doing this, I have had re- 
ference alone to facts of a positive character. To none others did I 
"^consider myself warranted inresorting. Impressions, circumstances, 
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■ncidenUlIy occurring, public rumor, or newspaper speculatioiiB, I 

have not considered as topics prooer to be cmbiwied ia tbia lepoit

Sir : The PreBident has deliberately considered the propositim 
iubmitted bj (he commissioners to treat witli the Creeks, of lioldui| 
a separate treaty- ivitit Gen. Mcintosh, for a cession of that portion « 
the Creek territory lyin^; within the limits of Georgia ; and, although 
he is very denrous ot acquiring for the state of Georgia the laud ii 
question, he is of opinion that he cannot, with propriety, authoiiu 
the treating with Gen. Mcintosh alone, as proposed by the commis- 
uoaers. There could be no objection to an arrangement with hia 
to abandon the country which he now occupies, and to settle, with bii 
followers, on such tract of country as might be assigned to him, la 
the west of the Mississippi ; but tlie President is of opinion, that iti 
not in the power of Gen. Mcintosh to cede any portion ot the-Inrf 
belonging to theCreeic nation, without the assent of the nation itsdt 
The principle on which such cession would he made, withaut suii 
consent, would involve the idea, that every individual in the natim 
would have a right to cette to the United iJtates, the particular por- 
tion of the country in which he might be in actual occupancy; in^ 
would, in effect, completely destroy that .degree of independecu 
which, under the laws; treaties, and usages of the Government, iiitj 
have ever enjoyed. 

Iliough a treaty cannot be made for these reasons with Gen. Mc- 
intosh alone, for a cession of territory, yet the President can see no 
objection to a renewal of the negotiation, as proposed by your letter 
of 1 Uh instant, in order to obtain an arrangement with Gen. Mclntosli 
with the consent of the nation, for the cession of the country in ques- 
tion; and you are, accordingly, in conjunction with Ma^or Merri- 
wether, as commissioners, authori^^ed to renew tlie negotiation. Vw 
. will, however, distinctly perceive in the remarks which have been 
made, that, whatever arrangeraent may be made with General Mcin- 
tosh for a cession of territory, must be made by the Creek nation. 
in the usual form, and upon tbc.ordinary principles with which trntles 
are held with the Indian tribes. 

In the renewed negctiaUon, you will consiilcr the instruction-^ for- 
merly given of the 16Ui July, and as applying to the renewed negi- 
tiation , as far as they are, in tlieir nature, applicable.

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Sir: I enclose, by direction of the President, a copy of a l^etter 
from this Dc^partmcnt to Col. Campbell, one of the commissioners to ^ 

treat with tne Creeks, and a c6py of his answer to the same. The 
nature and object of the letter, and the* reply sufficiently explain P 

themselves, and will require no particular remarks. . 

In communicating them, however, to you, I am directed by the ' ^. 

President to state, that, although he sees nothing in the journal and 
report of the commissioners, or in the^inswers of Col. Campbell, to 
impeach your motives, yet he does not approve your conduct in rela- . 
tion to the late treaty. Thou2;h it is the duty of the agent to protect 
and cherish the Indians confided to his care, yet that duty never can 
be in conflict with the paramount one which he c^wes to the Govern- 
ment^ and which ^n all occasions obligates him to give his hearty 
cooperation in effecting its views. ^ 

The Department did not suppose that any doubt was entertained oh 
this point, and therefore did not particularly inculcate this duty in 
its instructions to you in relation to the Creek treaty. The extract, 
however, from the instructions to the commissioners, in which they 
are informed that you would obey their instructions on all points, 
which was communicatud to^ou, is considered as sufficiently indi- , 

eating the views of the Department in regard to your duties. . ^ * 

The President attributes the fact to a misconception of your d j{ies, ,• 

that you did not report the meeting of the Indians at Tuckabatchec 
and the Pole cat springs, either ^o this Department or to the Cou;i- 
: inissioners, and that you did not adopt decisive measures to control 
the conduct of the Sub-agent in his opposition to the views of tiic 
Government. . , i. 

The treaty is about to be renewed, and the President, feeling much 
interest in its successful terrtiination, looks with conli<lence to yonr 
hearty co operation with the commissioners. You will spare no 
pains in preparing the Indians for the meeting, and contribuHn» to 
the successful terminfttionef the negotiation; audit is also expected, 
that you will cheerfully, and with alacrity, obey such instructions ^ 
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yott majr recaive from the commis&ioners in the fulfilment of their da- 
ties, under the in9tructions of the Department) a copj of which ii 
herewith, enclosed. ,

Gentlemen : I have the honor to enclose yov a commission, to 
treat With the Creek Indians. 

At the late session of Congress, an appropriation was made, in ad- 
dition to the unexpended balance of the appropriation heretofore 
mad^yfor the same object, (which together make a sum^of 250,000,) 
to enable the President of the United States, to take the pecessarf 
measures for the •extinguishment of the title of the Creek Indians, to 
the land now occupied by them, lying within the limits of the state of 
Georgia* The. President, desirous that the object of the appropria- 
tion should be accomplished as fuller as practicable, has directed jtho 
whole amount of it to be placed subject to your control, 'and he ah- 
iicipatei»9 front your prudence and abilities, the most favorable termi- 
nation to the proposed treaty. You will take care, however, that the 
whole expenses of negotiation, including those /of your cpmmission, 
issues of provisions and presents binder your orders, and such pre- 
liminary expanses as the agent may be authorised to incur, shall, in 
no event, exceed the sum of £50,000. The probable amount of pro- 
visions that will be rG(}uired.tobe issued to the Indians, while treating 
with them, and the price at which they can be obtained, can be ascer- 
tained by a correspondence with the agent. Col. Jolm Crowell, who 
is instructed to^ obey your orders in all points connected with the 
proposed treaty, and to take such steps as may be necessary to pre* 
pare the Indians to meet the commissioneps at the time and place 
which they may fix on for holding it, and of which he shouId.be early 
apprised. The enclosed circular will be strictly complied with, in 
contracting for the provisions, and in issuing them. 

It is the desire oi the Grovernment, that the, feelings and wishes of 
the state of Georgia should be particularly attended to in any treaty 
that may be made with the Creek nation. The particular tract, 'and 
the extent* of country, therefore, to be treated for, are left to your 
Bound discretion. The sum to be stipulated, for any cession that may 
be obtained, must also, be left very muph to your discretion, taking 
into consideration its extent and the quality of the soil ; but, rather 
than the treaty shuuld fail, the price ought to be liberal ; but in no 
even^ to exceed the price paid under the treaty of the 8th January, 
18^1, with the Creek nation* The terms on which the land was iheo 
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purchasedy were considered very high. For the purchase made bjr 
that treaty, the United States stipulated to pay S3O0,O0O in speclfieu 
instalments and they assumed to pay, as a further consideration for ^ ;>, 

said purchase, to the state of Georgia, in five annual instalments, 
whatever balance might be found due by ^e Creek nation, to the citiv 
Zens of said state; which balance has been ascertained to amount to ' . t 

S 100,589; making, in the whole, as th^ consideration for that pur* 
cha9e,the sum of 2300,589. Tou will, therefore, in fixing on a price 
for aby cession, which may be proposed to be made by the Creek na- 
tion, in no event exceed the price given by that treaty, taking into con« , 
sideration the quantity of land ceded by it, and* the quantity of that 
proposed to be tieded.* but will if possible, obtain it on more reasona* 
ble terms. The quantity of land ceded by the Creeks, in the treaty 
just mentioned, may be ascertained from the surveys which it is pre* 
sumed, have been made of it by the state of Georgia, To ascertain 
the quantity which they may now propose to cede, reference must be 
had to the best sources of inforhnation ihat can be obtained, particu- 
larly to the latesi apd most authentic njaps of the State. 

For ^he expenses of negotiating the treaty you will dr^w on the 
Bmnth Bank at Savannah, of which you will give the Department 
notice. The bank will be authorised by the Treasury Department) ' . 

to accept your drafts, provided they do not exceed 850,000. \ 

Your compensation will be at the rate of S8> and that of your Sec- 
retary (whom you are authorised to appoint,) at the rate of 25 a day I 
.for the time actually engaged. The payment will be made on your : 
certificate of honor, speci^ing the time that you and your Secretary 
have been actually engaged. Your certificate in like manner, wril be r 
a necessary voucher ror presents distributed under your authority,

Circumstances have transpired of late to make an impression 9 that 
in connection with the conference just held with the Creeks, there has 
been bad conduct somewbeie. My own information had before fixed ^ 
^ where the responsibility of it ought to rest-^Of the correctness of 
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thr; yoM will jadge after hearing the clear and (rank exptwitioD -wlnok 
will be made to you as well as tn the Georgia Delegation b^.CoI. 
Cai>i|)beII. . 

They were met at ttie Ihreshold with difEcuItieft of Jt character lit- 
tle expected, and which required their utmost ability and exertion to 
orercoDie. — They have noi^ll been, tiecaiiae they could pot be sur- 
mounted ; but the result is as favorable under the circumstances Bft 
could be expecled.— A treaty can be immediately signed upon the 
conditions which will be discluied by the commisBioners. Any other 
plan to effectuate the object in which the participation or inteifereace 
uf the agent is permitted will undoubtedly miscarry. 

You wil! share in a great degree, the feelings of the .commissi oners 
of the United States, when you hear from their own lips a recital 
which might ipspote upon Government the obligation of vindicating 
Itself before them. Honorable men of your own appointment, pro- 
ceed to the esecution of your instructions with full confidence .that 
the way has been opened and rendered smooth by all the means in 
^our power; just and sanguine expectations are indulged of a success- 
ful issue by .(he community in which they live — tlieylook to the re- 
ward ot highest consolation, that for great and indi'fatigable exertion, 
according to their best ability, such an issue would command the 
thanks and gratitude of the country. All their arrangements are. 
fiap))ilj concerted for the assembly of the pouncil;— on their way to 
meet it, they learn for the first time, and in the most casual manner, 
tliat the council had been already assembled by diHerent authoiity ; 
its final decrees passed, and those decrees of the most adverse char- 
acter registered in the archives of the agency. 

You may readily conceive the sensations with which such' informa- 
tion was received.— ~Th at the Executive of the United States must 
be in equal ignorance with themselves as to this procedure, was not. 
for a moment to be doubted, but that such an Qn6 could not have been, 
had without the knowledge, or consent, or connivance, or command of 
your own agent, was certain — and this is'most certainly established. 
Now, sir, permit me to remind you that of this most peifidious, treach- 
erous and boldly insolent conduct, jrou bad timely and sufBcient 
warning by a communicatiDa which I had occasion to make to the 
Executive Government some twelve months since, and wfiicb was 
answered by the confirmation of tliis same man in his office. 

That communication was made with the foreknowledge that he 
would so uniformly deport himself whenever the interest^ of Geor- 
gia were involved ; and with ttie intent solely that you as well as our- 
selves, foreseeing the evil, might remove it with the least delay, as 
well as the least inconvenience. Now the Government bearing with 
its own ears, from its own representatives the truths then attempted to 
ha exposed, and seeing in any further efforts at negotiation the uiter 
hopelessnfsg of a favorable result, if the intermeddling of the agent 
.,be not strictly forbidden, will not hesitate it is hoped, to leave the 
commissioners free and unembarrassed toconcludf the treaty on the 
terms proposed. ■ 

Indeed, it is deplorable, that after laboriously combatting, and sur- 
mounting difficulties and obstructions of all kinds, they should have 
found tliemselves at last in the centre of divided councils, with ^our 
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pwn agent on the side of the adverse party, and without any resource 
ieft, but the single one of seeking at Washington a direct and abso<- 
lute power to meet tiie emergency oy signing with Mcintosh and his 
chiefs that ti^eaty. ,

This course made it necessary that I should hold a correar 
pondence with the Secretary of War, preparatory to a special mes- 
sage which the President proposed making to Congress in relation to 
this exigency in particular, and t6 Indian emigration generally. 

The application which I submitted, for authority to hold a treaty 
with a divided council of the Creeks, was not expressly granted.-* 
Such course by a decision of the cabinet was held to be incompatible 
with the laws of nations and Indian usage; every other faaility how-

We, the chiefs of Coweta, TaUadaga, Cusseta, Broken Arrow, 
and Hitchetas towas> in council met* do take this method to lay be- 
fore our Father, the President of the United States, the most distress- 
ing difficulties that are existing in our nation, and have been for some 
time past, owing entirely to the existence of two parties in the nation/ 
known and distinguished by the Red Sticks, (or hostile party,} and 
the other party friendly to the United States, and who were the warm 
supporters of the American War against said party of Indhins, and 
also against the British.—-For further particulars, we most respect' 
fully refer our Father the Presideht to Gen. Jackson, who can test to 
the characters of the present bearers of the remonstrance.— It is 
painful to us to acknowledge that there is an actual necessity of call- 
ing upon Qur Father the President of the United States for protec- 
tion, itaasmuch as the Big Warrior^ who is influenced by the bostik 
party, with the exception of a jew «re calling his chiefs together 
which consists of sucn Indians as were particularly opposed to the 
United States during th^ last American war. One of the most con* 
spicuouB chiefs of this C6uncil is Gun Boy, who we took prisoner be- 
fore Fort Gaines duricg Jackson's campaign agdnst the Seminole In- 
diaiis-^and passing orders and decrees without the consent of -any 
of our towns, apparently for the destruction of our people who are 
the friendly party.'^inasQiUGh as it certainly will create an intemU 
war amcttg ourselves, and we hope our Father the President of the 
United States, will never admit that his red children who took his 
white children by the hand jn the'defencenf the United Statesiin 
the last war with Great Britain^ should be entirely excluded from hav 
ing any voice in the totion,Qrin other words excluded from the tiene- 
fits of the country, and for the Big Warrior and bis party to have the 
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entire prerogative of the nation. We are informed that the Big 
Warrior and his chiefs are now in cpuncil, and we expectare passing 
such, decrees as are derogatory to the safety of Mcintosh and the rest 
of his chiefs; for instance* it has been but a short time since,, when 
thejmetin the grand council square, and passed an order for the ex* 
ecutioh of Mcintosh and aitj other of the chiefs who would make any 
proposition to the United States in favor of selling any part of the 
country which we now claim* therefore we have be^n compelled to 
. guard Gen. Mcintosh since the treaty at Broken Arrow for his safety 
*— this is not all, there is no doubt but what said council at the present 
meeting will pass an order for the dismissing of Geo. Mcintosh and 
many others of his adherents, and in allpronibility they hare or will

We* thembre« 
head men of the nation, or of the aforesaid towns* assure ou^ Father 
the President Akt we have much trouble iti our country* and much 
too* in consequence of our agent's partiality to die Big Warrior'a 

Kty, inasmuch as it appears to create a jealousy with us that the 
ited States is failtng to comply with what they once promised* that 
is protection. But we are conscious that it is unknown to our Fa* 
tker the President. But hoping that our Father will make the neces- 
sary inquiries of pur delegation* and to advise accordingly for hia red 
childiren's welfare* of which we will pray* &c.

You will find every thing going on 
peaceably and quietly — If bad white men intermeddle to stir lip 
strifes and excite bad passions among the Indians, I will hav(i them 
punished. The President will do the same. M;^ agent has reported 
that the Indians opposed to the treaty are quite friendly — ^that they 
think of no mischief — that they love you and will do whatever their 
father the President, advises. The Senate ratified the treaty without 
any difficulty, although the Agent was opposed to it. I write this 
morning to the United States Commissioners to furnish you with the 
necessarv funds to enable your Commissioners to explore the country 
west of the Mississippi, so that you may make your arrangements to 
move during the next fall. As soon as I hear from them you shall 
know it I wish you to inform me as early as possible of your reso- 
lution about the running and survey of the country, as mentioned in 
my letter by express. 

You will have seen by my Proclamation, that I have determined the 
Indians shall suffer no loss or injury from our white people if I can 
help it — It is intended to guard them against those people whom they 
will themselves consider as trespassers and intruders, and not to 
prevent wbite people from going into the nation with honest inten- 
tions to make purchase of stock propertv of any kind which yoa 
can lawfully dispose of-^-all sttch persons will be suffered to pass and 
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fepass without molestatioD— -We will endeavor too to appoint good 
and honest men for our surveyors, so that thej will do no harm them^ 
selves and suflfer none done to the Indians.

1 hd«f received your letters of the ^9i.ti March, and of 4th inst la 
(nth of which you ask of me to state our reSuluUuu in giving; consent 
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tl> the survey aad runBing off the country we lately ceded and now 
occupy. 

You state there will be do dangei: in consequence of (he ratification 
of the creaty» of any hostility — an(| if bad men stir up strifas and 
excite bad passions amongst the Indians, you will have them punish- 
ed» and the President will do so to — and that your agent has reported 
to you that the Indians opposed to the treaty are now friendly — that 
they thinic of no mischief. 

i\^tth regard to the disposition of the Indians who opposed the 
treaty, and with regard to the danger to the party who on our part 
made the treaty, we wish that the belief of your excellency may be 
realized. 

As to the disposition of your excellency and the President of the 
United States to punish bad men who intermeddle to stir up strifes 
amongst us, we are well satisfied of; we know you can and mli 
cause such men to be punished, and will protect the nation fronr such 
influences, and defend those who signed the treaty. 

I have been however, at some loss in making up m;^ mind, and 
^ust confess to you the embarrassment, I have laboured under« Ever 
aince the President of the United States has had agents residing 
amone us, we have universally considered it our duty to consult him 
on all important mat'ers that t elate to the General Government] or 
the Government of any particular state* Considering him the legal 
and proper organ througn whom all official correspondence should 
pass m relation to our interests appertaining to the treaties made with 
our nation and the United States. 

Some differences existing between the present agent of the Creek 
nation and myself} and not having any confidence in his advice, I 
have determined to act according to the dictates of my best judg- 
ment, which results in the determination to agree to the re<|ue8t of 
your excellency in giving my consent, and in behalf^f the nation who 
signed the treaty, their consent that the land lateLy ceded to the Uni- 
tc^ States at the Indian Springs, may be run off and surveyed when- 
ever you may or the General Government think proper to do so* 

If the General Government of the United States have no objection, 
and the Agent of the Creek nation with the party he influences, does 
not make any objection or opposition to running and surveying the 
land, myself and the chiefs and Indians who were in favor of the late 
treaty do not object, We give ourconsent ♦ 

I request of your excellency to publish in some of the public new3- 
papers* that persons wishing to make purchases of property of any 
kind, or buy out our improvements for the balance of our time, must 
first attend at my house and enroll their names specifying the kind of 
property purchased, and from whom, stating the residence of each 
party. All such persons we shall consider coming amongst us as fair " / 

traders, and all such as may settle on land improved or iMt in the 
bounds of the late tr^ty, will be considered by us and reported as 
intruders to your excellency if they do not comply with those terms. 

I have this moment received notification from the Little Prince 
inviting me ^nd he chiefs in this quarter to attend a ilieeting; of the 
Bation at l^roken Arrow on the 19th inst. — My own htralth will not 
permit me^ probably te attend the meeting in .person, but all of my

r In giving voluntarily our consent for the survey- of the lands in the 

late treaty, we were actuated by motives of friendship purely toward 

jou, and.toward^your people. No consideration of a merccnarj d»- 

^ ture could be permitted to enter our breasts when a favor was asked 

of us, particularly b^ your excellency, and in behalf of your people. 
We knew the great importance it was to your people to be ready to 
occupy t^e country immediately after our removal from it, and have 
with true hearts of friendship acceded to your request. Wc would 
have thoug^ht it disgraceful in us to attempt to make a condition found' 
ed on your wants or desires, a price for our acquiescence. The op- 
portunity, presented itself, and we hope the circumstance will have 
only the effect to render ourselves worthy of your esteem and friend' 
I ship.

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To the members of the Legislature of the State of Georgia :- 

Friends and Brothers : We, the chiefs of the Creek nation who 
have^sold to the United States a part of the country, and intending 
shortly to remove to a new country, have thought it our duty to lay 
betore you this our last and farewell address. 

Friends and Brothers : We believe you and your state have al- 
\ ^ ^ ^ways been our true friends — ever since we took hold of one another's 

hands in friendship we luive been as neighbours inhabiting the same 
"country — a countiy whidi the Great Spirit made to be the home and 
habitation of his children; the red and white men are all from the 
same father, and" each of them are entitled to a share in this world of 
the works of his hands, and of the good things he has made for the use 
of men. The country which you now possess, and that which we 
now remain on, was by the Great Spirit originally given to his red 
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children. Oarbrffthen the white men, visited us-vheo we were like 
the trees of the farest Uurforefathers smoked the pipe of peace and 
friendship witik the foreCttttiers of the white man, ancl when the white 
maq said we wish to live with the red man, and inhabit the same coun* 
try, we received their presents, and onid, welcome — we will fpve jou 
land for yourselves and for your children. We took the white man 
by the hand and held fast to it. We become neiEhbors, and the chil- 
dren of the white man grew np, and the children of the red man giew 
bp in the same country, and we were breihera. The white men be- 
,canie numerous as the trees of the forest, and the red men became like 
the buffalo 

F^mds and Brothers : Yod are like the mighty storm, we are like 
the tender and bending tree: we roust bow betore you; ^ou have 
torn UB up by the roots, but still you are our brothers and friends,— 
Yini have promised to replant as in a better soil, and to watch over us 
and nurse us. 

Friends and Brothers: The day is come when we surrender the 
coantry of our foiefathers — land of our nativity—our homes, the 
places of our youthful diversionst We surrender it to our brothers 
aod friends, and our hearts are glad that we were not forced to do so 
by our enemieB. We go, our people will se^k new lands — our hearts 
remain with you. 

Priends and Brothers : In days df old and years long passed, the 
Creek oatioa was strong as the lion, and our warriors were like the 
trees in number. We were visited by a people that came over the 
great water. We held talks with them, they offered to take us by 
fhejiand as friends and brothers, and as the children of one father— 
the children of the Gre^it Spirit. We met them in friendship and 
smoked the pipe of peace like brothers of one family. These white 
brothers were called the English, and their head warrior lived beyond 
the great water. We were told by him ia the talks he sent us, he 
was our great father and friend, and he made our nation great preS- 
eats, and we loved his white children who he had sent to live on thia 
side of the great water, and we give them lands and took fast hold 
to t^eir hands in peace and frijutdship. 

Friends and Brothers : In days ioiff passed the head warrior over 
the great water seat our nation other ralks, and told us his white chil- 
dren who we bad long held by the hand, had bfcame bad men und 
wanted to destroy their hpad warrior, over the water — tha* they had 
become our enemies, and that we must let go their han(l<<, and take 
up the tomahawk and dance the war dance, and help our gre.-tl fa* 
ther and friend, who had made us great by presents arid helpoor gieat 
bther over the water to chastise his disob»dient children. Aitoti>er 
head warrior arose among the Virginia people whose name was Wash- 
injc'on. He sent our people his talks and told us that the white peb- 

file oa this sideof the great water and the red men had long been ^ 
riends and brothers, and that they were born in the same country— ' 
tiiat we were children of the same land, and ftat we must let go nor 
old fikther over the water who would ruin us, and that we mast hod 
fast to the Virginians. ■ 

Fneads and Brothers: We listened to our great father Waahiog- 
toa, and let go of our friends the English, and smoked the pipe uC 
11 
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friendship and brotherly love wirh our Virgipia brethren. We found 
the taltss of oitr great father Washington to be true, and that he wiu 
our true friend — and his people, were our friends. We have always 
taken the talks of the'^Presidents who came after our beloved great 
friend Washington. We have considered the Presidents our protec- 
tors and friends, and tbe American people our brothers and neighbors* 
We found the English deceitful and our real enemies, and we have 
Jong ago fought them as the enemies pf ourselves and our Atnerican 
brethren. 

Friends and Brothers: Our nation have always met the talks of 
our great father the President of the United States, when his aseots 
and commissioners told us he wanted land for his people, we tiave 
always been willing to divide with them, and share our country to 
ihem. We have had a great country, and we needed the assistance 
of our white friends. We gave you land, and you gave us presents 
and money, and you taught' us the use of the loom, the plough Ithd 
the hoe, and you taught us the way to value the difiereut kinds pf 
property. , 

Friends and Brothers : When we were first acquainted with oar 
white friends, we ware ignorant like a child. You were in know- 
ledge like, a man in his full strength. We therefore, have always 
listened to the President as our eommon father and protector: we 
look up to him as a son would look up to his father. 

Friends and Brothers: Our present chiels remember the time when 
we possessed the land to the bank of the Oconee river. Some of our 
old men remember when their hunting ground wa^ the other side of 
that river. We^ however, in our day have attended the talks df the 
President, when our nation have i^old to our Father the President all 
the land between the limits of the late treaty and the Oconee. 

Friends and Brothers i We have been for several years viewing 
with great attention the advice of the President to make a trea^ 
with our nation for the lands that lay within the boundary that the 
state of Georgia wanted or claimed. We have paid great attention 
to all of his talks through the commissioners, and we are now satis- 
fied that his advice is for our best interest, and that he will not for- 
sake his red children in time 6f danger and trouble. 

Friends and Brothers : We are satisfied that our claim to the land 
of our fathers was before all others. . The Great Spirit placed us up- 
on it, and gave it to us as our inheritance; but our neighbors and 
.friends the people bf Georgia, wanted more land — their children are 
growing up like young tree^ of the forest, and they mus( have support. 

Friends and Brothers: We who send you this our farewell talk, 
have done every thing we could to satisfy our white brothers and 
friends, and to please the President our father- We have listened to 
our father the President's talks, and have determined to make the trial 
of leaving forever the land of our forefathers and surrendering it 
to the United States for the use of our long beloved neighbors and 
friends the people of Georgia. 

Brothers and Friends ; We have to part with you; — you are shortly 
to be possessors of our lands and our homes— homes dear to us be- 
cause we Vtcxe raised and nourished at them : our habitations are 
simple and plain, but they afford u6 shelter from the rain and the 
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storrn:; our fare is plain and wholeson eand affords to us support and 
health ; our people are thinly clothed, but our huts shelter them from 
the rold : We have enjoyed in a considerable degree many of the 
, comforts of life rendered familiar to us by our intercf urse with our 
white friends and to a much greater extent than a people like us, can 
a«;ain shortly expect when we are removed to the wilderness of the 
west. 

Friends and Brothers: All the comforts we now enjoy We abandon 
for your sakes. OurVives and helple^^s children must experience 
fatigue, hunger, cold, and every other incident that must unav)idably 
attend as in our travel from this our late beloved country, to the ^ast 
wilderness, full of dangers that we probably do not foresee; but we 
put our trust in the Great Spirit, and our father the President for 
, protection and aid. 

. Friends and Brothers: In all the treaties with the United States 
for land for your use, we have never asked of your state to grant our 
nation presents of any description. We now for the first time as we 
[are about to tako ou> final leave of you, have thought to introduce 
I ourselves to your notice.and hope that the first and last request of a 
tpeople long your neighbors and friends, will not be passed unnoticed 
by the people of the great and powerful state of Georgia^ always pro- 
Isssing toward us the greatest friendship and brotherhood. 

Friends and Brothers : To you as the representatives of our old 
eighb.irs and friends and as the children of the Great Spirit^aBdas 
ur common relations managing the affairs of the great state of Geor- 
Ja»-we appeal in terms of friendship, for such aid and assistance as 
the pleasure of your assembly in behalf of your people may think 
proper to afford us, previous to our final departure from yon. The 
dilfi'^ulties, wants and distresses which await us in our removal in a 
body of ten thousand of our people, consisting of men, women and 
children, must be our apology for introducing ourselves to the con« 
sidera ion of your humanity, charity and benevolence. 

Friends and Brothers: In behalf of our people, we desire of yov, 
if it m.iy meet with your good pleasure ana liberality, to make our 
nation, or such part as determine to remove, such a donation in pres- 
ents of any kind as the character and dignity of your state may war- 
rant, and the wants, distresses and long attathment of our people to 
Jou may deserve. 

Friends and Brothers : If after you hear our request and consider 
of if jtQ B should think that we are not entitled to your consideration, 
generosity or liberality, and that as we are about to leave you forever^ 
and that you now have a legal claim and right to our late country^ 
and that you owe us nothing, still we will remain strong in our for- 
mer friendship to you. We do not ask of you any thiog aa a matter 
of right, or of any legal claim we have on you, but merely desire to 
recommend ourselves to your generosity and charity. 

Friends and Brothers : We finally assure you that our attachment 
tpv7trd our old friends and neighbors shall never ceasd, and that we 
wlU carry with us the feelings of true and devoted friendship toward 
the state of Georgia, to the United States, and the Legislature of 
Georgia. If we should be so happy as to experience any token of 
their r^rdft we will teach our children torememt^er it \idtligratitude» 
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and citne it to be banded down to the 8ucceedibg|i[enerafions of m 
n OBs that they r. aj forever know thajt Georgia was their frieiid in 
fh heit'^ • f iistress.

: hostile party, and Gen. Mcintosh was the first red man who joined 

['the United States and spilt his blood in her defence, at that time we 

were warriors under Gen. Mcintosh, and fought for our country, and 

after peace was made, we were appointed chiefs hy Gen. Mcintosh— 

not by Little Prince or the Big Warrior, therefore we love said Mc** 

Intosh until death, and will hold fast to his talks, because we know he 

acts agreeable to our fathers talks, and by 'him we gain our protection 

from our father the President*— Looking back to 1813, we believe thajt 

but for the relations which Mcintosh sustained to the U. S. we should 

have lost our lands without getting a penny for them. 

JPa^A^r— At the late treaty of the Indian Springs, a good many 
hostiles as usual objected to it If that party should attempt to breed 
a disturbance with the friendly Indians we shall inform you for pro-'

( Extract from the Emcutive JournaL) 

BaiUrday, I9th F^rmrif, 1839, 

^veral In-^ian Chiefs of the Creek Nation among whom wete Gen. 
ItCtntosh and Etome Tustunnuggee, chief of Cowetao, came to tfas 
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fecctttive chamber to hold a talk with the Governor— Ih^y had mtick 
to saj and the meeting lasted! some time— the substance of what the 
Indians said was, that they had in compliance with the wishes of theif 
father the President, and their brethren and friends the Georgians* 
consented to give up their lands and move across the Mississippi. 
That before their departure they should have a great many dlfficul' 
ties and troubles to encounter ; that their women and children must 
suffer many privations in passing from their homes where they had 
some comforts, to a new and distant country — that they mftst suffer 
great loss in their stocks, and other property, &c, &c. but notwith- 
stabding all this they were willing to listen to the advice of their 
great father and give up the lands, but in doing which, offence had 
Bf en given to some of their people, and as there were bad whitemen 
among^ them who were endeavoring to stir up their own people to do 
them iiarm, and more especially as the agent was among their worst 
eneinies, and they could expect no protection or support from him, 
iiiej wantmi toknow whether they could be certain of protection from 
the government of the United States^ and froijgi that of Georgia, &c» 

The Governor answered that he was happy to hear that in complin 
ance with the wishes of their great father they had finally resolved to 
gLV« up their lands— that their father intended nothing bnt for their 
good— that he talked the language of truth and sincerity, and that 
when h^ advised them to move across the Mtssissippii all the good and 
wise men of the United States, knew that it was the best advice he 
could give them-^they were excha'nging lands which belonged to 
Georgians for lands which were better and would belong to them- 
selves and their children for ever. That the President was wise 
enough to know all the difficulties^ they would have to encounter, bot 
he still thought it would be for their good— >that with regard to their 
wofnen and children and their property, the Governor thought ample 
provision had been made by tb^ treaty, not only to enable them to 
remove their women and children in comfort, but to cover any losses 
thej might sustain by the removal, &c. &c. and that with regard to 
protectiou either against their own people, who were hostile, or against 
the whites, he had no doubt their father the President would afford 
them all the protection their situation might require. That as to th^ 
state of Georgia they should so far as depended on him, ftnd protect 
tion at all times; and that so long as they conduct themselves well 
the people of Georgia would be ready to support him in It with all 
their hearts, for they had for a long time beeh the friends of Georgia 
in peace and war, and that they them6.elves had fought and bled tor 
Georgia in the last war,and that the Georgians could not forget them, 
&c. £c* 
Here Gen. Mcintosh adverted to certain events of the last war— 
' spoke of the Big Warrior as haiving been inimrcal in heart to the Uni- 
\dr States but joined the friendly party through fear— his late oppo- 
piStp to the treaty, &o. &c. of a certain chief (Gun Boy) the princi- 
hatvider of the hostile party since the death of the Ui^ Warrior 
dians'^reatened his life, and his endeavours to prejudice the In- 
chief a^st him and his followers — his having defeated the same 
N)k him prisoner near Port Gaines during thip late wap-«- 
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of the rights oF the friendlj partj to dispose of the land when vk 
tiieir opinion, asd that of their father the President, it was the inte* 
rest of the nation and that of the United States for them to 4o so^ 
Vfitii or without the consent of the hostile party. 

To the latter part o( which the Governor replied — That it was im- 
possible for the United States Government in all their transactioos 
with the Greeks not to feel a difference if they did not make any^ 
between the friendly and hostile part of the nation— That in thebu* 
siness of Hhe treaty^ the President could not but consider it as the act 
of the nation provided the whole Country wes ceded. But whit 
ougnt to be considered the act of the nation would be still a^uesttok 
The Government mi^ht be quite well disposed to consider the act oC 
Mcintosh and his friends as such a one. It would not be expect^ 
that all would unite in the sale of the lands— it would hare to be left 
finally to the President and senate to decide who had the right-^'—aDd 
in making this decision there was little doubt that all other tbiogi 
being equal they wouM give a preference to the friendly Indians*^. 
This was natural, for although a treaty of peace forgives what has 
passed, the parties to it cannot forget, and the people of the United 
States, (but more particularly the people of Georgia,) cannot feri;et 
the diatmction they were obliged to make when in tbe late war they 
found Mclptoshand his friends fighting on their side, and the hosiiles 
fighting on the side of their enemies, &c. 

Etome Tustensggee at the close, begged leave to hand the Gover- 
nor a paper which he said he wished him to keep, for that he had been 
deceived b> white men, and ^as opposed at first to a sale of the 
lands, but since then his eyes had been o|>eoed and he had listened to 
the voice of his great father, aiid that now be approved in aU thing!

of this government, it is thought proper to send a friendly talk to the 
chiefs of Took-au-batcheeand Kussetau, at the same time forewarDinf 
them of the danger to which . they will expose themselves by any <K 
rage committed on M'lntosh or any of the friendly Indians, in c^(ed 
quence of said treaty* Accordingly Col. Henry G. Lamar is dist 
with a talk to siud hostile chiefs, in the following words, to-^^ 

To the Chiefs and Headmen of Took aU'batchee find Kti^is people 
I hear bad things of you — >You threaten M'intoshjQed thelandl 
because they listened to their father the President, an^ 
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i»-fib<ft GeiQa^a»3^Th«7 acted like good and dutiful cbildren— You 
opposed yourselves to the wishes of your &;reat father who was doirig 
the best for the interest of his red people, and would not sif^n the 
treaty^— But this you did as I believe, under the influence of bad mea> 
who pretended to be your friends^ but who cared nothings about you. 
N«^w I tell you take care and walk straight— M'Intosh and his people 
^re under my protection, as well as under the protection <)f the United 
States. If any harm is done by you or any of yeur people, to M'lnr 
to9h or. his people, I will treat you in the same way as ir you were to 
tQonae into oUr white settlements, and do the like* i will pursue you 
until I have full satisfaction. Do not let bad ipen persuade you that 
because you live in and near to Alabama you will be«afe-— Ifyou 
eooMnit one act of hostility on this side the ]ine» I will follow and pun^ 
i§^ you. But I: hope there, will be no occasion for this, and that you 
will take counsel of wise and good men, and so conduct yourselyes for 
Ibe, futi^re aa to receive the approbation and protection of your father 
the President, and that I also may look upon you as friends and treat

Sir : The Tookau-batche^ and Kussetau towns, adverse from the- 
late measure of treaty conclude at^the Indtan Springs, having men* 
ac^ the friendly Indians who signed that treaty with insult and in. 
jury, in consequence of their willingness to make cession of theland^. 
tb the Georgians, it is resolved to dispatch you with a message to those 
towns, to represent to them the danger which will ensue Hf they at- 
tempt to carry into effect their hostile designs. They are the weaker 
fKurty, and no attempts of this character are to be dreaded, but such aar 
are made covertly and in secrecy* But whether of the one or other 
characfter, they are forewarned they will be punished with the utmost 
severity. 

Fromi the moment of the ratification, the territory wiH be consider*, 
ad as belonging to Georgia in all respects, excepting, merely the tem«» 
porary occupancy of the Indians, and any act of disorder or violetiice 
committed there» will be treated as committed^ wit^n the actual ju* 
lisdiction of the state, and of course the Indians committiog.it pur- 
sued and punished wheresoever they may go. 

You will meet them with friendlydispositions— Say to them,inac« 
cordance with the spirit of the message which you carry, that it is the 
settled opinion of all the wise and good men of the United States, that 
the Indians looking to nothing but their own interest, present and fu^^ 
ture, oug;ht to move without delay beyond the Mississippi. They aU 
ready know this to be the advice of their great father. They wiR 
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Newkan, 3d March, 1 8^5. 

Governor: I take the authoritj to inforin jrou, since we left ym 
we havent got home in cooseqaeiice of the hostiles, I met my frienjdi 
at Flint river, Wrn. Miller and A. Tustunnuggee, and they tell me 
that they run them off— threaten to kill them— cut their throats and 
setup their heads by the road for a show — they are determined to dk 
on their own country, and they have aptpointed men to kill seven 
chiefs. Gen. M'Intosh, myself, Joseph Marshall, Sam'l. Hawkins, 
James Island, Etome Tustennuggee and CoL Miller. Since the trea* 
ty the hostile party have been in council a second time at Broken 
Arrow, and are now at Took*au batchee holding a council — they haw 
not broke up yet We understand they have sent a memorial on to 
the President, not to interfere with them or assist us— to let them set- 
tie it among themselves. No doubt they are determined to destroy 
vs if they can. Myself and father parted at the Indian Springs oa 
our way home—since I heard the news I have dispatched a runner to 
him, not to stay one moment at home, but to meet me at this place. 
Excuse my hand writing-^This is not half I know, but the bearer d 
this is in a burty. '

west of the Mississippi-r^nd that soon, very soon^ they will all go- 
so that a red man will not be seen, between the Mississippi and thd 
lakes.

Bir: In obedience to your instructions of the 26th of February 
last, I proceeded to the towns of Cussetau and Tuckaubatchee, for 
the fulfilment of the duties required. On mv arrival at the former 
place on the 2d in^t. I judged it impracticable to wait the length of 
time which would unavoidably be consumed in calling the chiefs^ t 
therefore appointed a time for their assemblage by my return ; and 
continued with(^ut delay to Fuckaubatchee, where I arrived on thcf 
fourth. Fortunately, the chiefs and headmen had met in council for 
the purpose of regulating the internal government of the town. The;^ 
were immediately informed of my arrival, and my object; and that! 
4esired to see them in council, so soon as they were prepared for myr 
reception. Their reply was, that they were ready at anytime, tci 
hear what I had to communicate. Our salutation was friendly, and 
tftcy gave every testimony, of the indulgence of the most amicable 
feelings. Ho-po eithlea Ycholough, seems to have Eucceeded the 
Bie; Warrior in authority for the present, and will so continue until 
another individual is designated by appointment. I will not pretend 
Id tliis report to give in full, the talk I there delivered in council, as I. 
had not reduced the same to writing. I hope it will fully subserve 
all your purposes to know the most prominent points, on which my 
remarks at ^at place were predicated I informed them the leasoQ 
why you had sent the communication. I stated that information had 
been received from a source in which, you placed reliance, that in con* 
sequence of their being adverse to the treaty, they had become angry 
with M'Intosh as well as all others, who had been dutiful in obeying 
the wishes of the President; and designed pursuing them with ven- 
geance. That if thlireport were untrue, it would be to the mutual 
interest of all parties to so understand it ; that if it be true, and the 
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ittempt shonlJ be made to ^tifj en depr&ved a feeliag, thej hjtJl *lt* 
"jiDspd to their viewt the penalties which would be incurred by so rash 
tdeterminatioD. TKatlt behoved them to look to the lessons of ex< 
toerience which the divisions and hostiliiies of the late war in their 
Bstion would furoish ; that they should turn Ji deaf ear to the evil 
iiounsel olbad inen,and listen to theadviceoftheirfather the Pfesi> 
ftent; that he united wisdom with goodnPFs.and would point out tha 
■oa\j way of promoting tJielr altimate happiness. This he had done 
to his couDcil, the Congress, as w°I) as in bis instructions to his com- 
niiSHioners, as I would shew from documents. That not only the 
President had suggested the plan, but that a deputation from the tribes 
beryond the Mississippi was now on the way to Washington Citj, de* 
itiring the consammstion of the same object, and that all the tribes b<>> 
Itween the Mississippi ana the Lakes were inrited by tlieir red broth- 
ers to come and setrle on their land. That th*y would be received 
by the right huid of friendship, and could there indulge a perfect ee- 
cOrity from the annoyance of the white man. That then there would 
4)e no conflicting interests, and all strife would cease to eiist. I then 
read the document expressive of the President's desire of a success- 
ful termination of the treaty, the extract from the NatiaoAl Jouraal, 
-containing an account of the proceediogs of Indians, west of the Mis- 
NBiippi, and concluded with yoar Exwnmunication. They heard me 
with attention and respect; and when informed that I had closedi 
Ho-po-eithlea-Yoholougn made the following reply in substance— 
HowcTer, aa near as memory will serve me, I will give ynu his words, 
as communicated to me by the interpreter— He said he was glad to 
see me, and gratified that you had pfaced it in his power to conti^adict 
the reports which had reached Georgia. That lis loved his white 
brothers, and loved their peace; he also loved M'lntosh— That on 
bearing the false tales, about his wishing to spill blood, be was sick at 
heart, and his blood was chilled. That in the war be foifght wpih 
M'Intosh and his white brothers to snbdue the hoatiles, aRtl succeed- 
ed — That his enemies in war were now under his authority, and to 
employ them against his best IHends, was what had never entered his 
mind — He loved his father and would never olTend him — That not 
one murmur had by him been placed on the winds to bf carried to 
Goorgia, against his white or red brothers — That M'Intosh having 
made the treaty, would not make him his enemy — he still loved him— 
he spoke with 'one tongue, he never deceived — he should be sorry 
ihat his fiilher should hear such bad things — Ha wished his ear to be 
stopped, and pay no attention to them. That hh furimr h.id told bim 
while Hawkins was agent, to throw away his gun, qui; the chase, and 
cultivate the land. He followed his advice and knew it to be ituod. 
His gun was now rusty, he could not see to shoot — instead of his gun ' 
be u!9ed the plough and the hoe. That if his people desired war, they 
bad not the'meansofearryins it on; more than half were without guns, 
but that they never thought of spilling blood He wished me on my 
reiwrn home to inform the Qovernor these things', so that his wtiite 
brothers might not be disturtted. To which he subjoined — that he had 
met me as a brother, he hoped i was satisfied, and wc would part as 
we hud met- He then on request appointed Char[<-s Comils to ac- 
company me to Cussetau, Gtytng if 1 bad not requested it, it would

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f^l then read your comtnunicatioDf and Little Prince replied in a 
few ^ords, by anequtvocaljy denying any contemplated hostilities t^ 
those who signed tbe treaty, lie further stated that the circum- 
stances altendins^ the flight of Col. Miller and Arbicker» orijrinated 
from causes so trifling in their nature, that the headmen did not judge 
tSiem worthy of notice^ and that they ought not to be considered as 
indicating the indulgence of unfriendly feelings. That no such were 
iniiulged. Fie appealed to his chiefs to confirm these statements ] 

I have as concisely as was consistent with a minute detail of factSi 
communicated all that passed in council. 

My own opinion, which is partly conjectural, and in part formed 
#rom observation and conversations had with some of the Indians, is 
thi<;«— leave them to themseives-^if they clearly understand what are 
the wishes of the President, they wilt conform to them. I speak of 
tiiicna colleetiveiy as a people. Thej have no correct notions of our 
government and their relative connection with it. Their conclusion 
iS) that the p(»wers of the President are absolute, and that he has an 
unquestionable right to coerce obedience. But independent of thi^ 
notion of fear, the unlimited cotifidence repesed in the wisdom and 
Tirttie of the President^ i»a sure guarantee of the successful accom^ 
plishment of his wishes. In order to destroy the efiects of this infiu* 
enGe» 1 discover that the belief has been imposed upon them (at least to 
some extent) that the eommissioners being Georgians, were only sub« 
serving the interest and wishes of Georgia. There are a number of 
white men settled among them, who heretofore looked with pleasure 
on their prospects of enjoying the benefits of a permanent location, 
who have acquired their confidence by the connections they have 
formed, and 1 have no doubt that their influence is secretly exerted to 
excite discontent and inculcate opinions adverse to the* interest of 
Geori^ia, and the policy of the general government. There is another 
prevailing feeling among them—- They indulge the beliet, should they 
move beyond the Mississippi, that a perpetual warfare with the tribes 
inhabiting that country would be the inevitable consequence. You 
will discover in my talk to them, with the view to produce a complete 
reconciliation, I endeavored to refute that opinion. If the treaty is 
ratified I have no doubt that all clamor will cease-^for in proportion 
&s they understand the wishes of the President, and the course of 
' conduct' our government adoptd towards them, in the same degree 
will all other influence be diminished. Added to this, what has been 
done was done no deubt with the view to prevent its ratification. 
The cause therefore which produced the excitement, will cease to ex- 
Ut, after that desirable object is accomplished. If any additional in- 
formation should be desired on points not embraced in this report, on 
intimation they will receive a prompt consideration.

Sir : I have taken the liberty nf addressing you on this occasion, 
believing you to t>e the friend of our naiioni and of stating to you 
some lacts which relate to the conduct ot our Agent, Mr. Jcihn Crow* 
ell, which I will at any time, if called apon, swear to 1 When the 
agent, Jt>hn Crowell. first paid money to the nation as their anouitj 
in 1821, he paid it in hundred and fifty dollar bills to the principal 
chiefs, to be divided by them to their respective towns ; Ihe Big War- 
rior told the Agent at the time, that Ihe money could not be fairly 
divided for the want of smaller bills, and requested the Agent the 
next time he paid them them off, to bring smalt bills. Before the 
Agent had ever met the chiefs in council, his brother, Mr. Thomas 
Crowelt, brought (0 Fort Mitchell a large stock of goods, and wbea 
the Agent came to the council hou&e, he toM the chiefs that his broth- 
er had goods, and that he had given him a licence.and that they might 
buy what goods they wanted. The chiefs having what money was to 
go iheir respective towns in large bills of fifty and hundred dollarSt 
were compelled to go to "niomas Crowetl and buy domestic homespun 
atfiftv cents per yard, of the same description of goods that Gen, 
Hclntosh had lurniitfaed the nation at twenty five cents per yard, only 
a few months ago, or tu maKe an unequal division of their money.or 
go to the settlements for duwge. At ihe ting tiie aqjiuity mt |i«ii 
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llflie naiion in 181)^, the Agent, joha CrowelT, a^in paid off the na- 
tioa in dftj and hundred dollar bills, and when the chiefs asked him ' 
for chaQg;e9 he aaid hto brother was proTided with chanf^e or soiall 
tntis, and at the same time caationed toe chiefs against counter feiterft 
iiid said there were a great many counterfeit bills and many saspi- 
cions persons about, but that the chaose his brother had was genuine. 
The chiefs after receiving their respective amounts allowed their toA-n, 
went to Mr. Thomas Crowell^ the \gents brother, and asked him te 
change their money; he told them, the chiefs^ (myself acting as inter- 
preter,) that he would give the chiefs of the town, each five dollars in 
eash, but that the tiaiance of the money must be laid out in goods <: 
i»)me of the chiefs agreed to do so, but others refused and went off; 
to those who bought his goods in order to make>a division to his town, 
he charged thirty^seven and a half cents per yard; Gen. Meln^obh 
had i^ods there, and sold homespun at thirty -one and a quarter cent» 
per yard. 

I can further state tiiat I was the interpreter where J Crowell told 
the chielti that his brother Henry Crowell who lives at the agency,' 
wanted to make fields on the west side of Flint river^ and said the 
land on tfie reserve was worn out and he could not make a support on 
it ; but his brother said to him, that he did not want to clear a iteld 
for the Gk)orgians, and he, the Agents asked the cbte^ if they intend- 
ed shortly to part with the lands. The Big Warrior replied^ at the 
same time laughing, that he the agents need not be afraid that the na« 
tion would shortly sell their lands to Oeorgia.«*-I have since under- 
i5tood from the head chiefs, that no direct permission was granted to 
the agent or his brother to clear a field on the west side of the river ; 
but the Agent's brother has a large field on the west side of the river, 
end has rented out all the fields on the reserve.

Since the late treaty, I have been told by a number of the chiefs of 
this nation, that Hambley, the Agent's interpreter, (during the time 
the United States' commissioners were endeavoring to effect a treaty 
at Forr Mitchell, )came to the square and told the chiefs early in the 
jborning, that the agent had sent him to tell them what the commis* 
sionere would have to say to them> and it was the agent's wish that 
they all should be of one mind, and answer the commissioners as 
they had promised him (the Agemti) by saying, that— ***We have no 
more land for sale.'' 

I bad omitted to state to you a fact, which heretofore has been un« 
usual in our transactions with the United States. In the vear 1823, 
when the agent was about paying the nation their annuity, he charged 
between sixty and one hundred dollars, (the precise sum not recol- 
lected,) and deducted it from the annuity of that year, and stated that 
his reason for doing eo was^ that he had to pay that much to a person 
tnj;e to Daii^ or Savamiah to bring up the sum of the ai]inuity.---4t 
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wtB submitted tabylheBation, butconndered as an imposittoD aof 
iiBiuat

friendly party— states also that they have taken Mcintosh's negroet* 

and all <^lier property they can fiod— they,he states, int(*nd marching 

toward the settlement of the whites in three days. In this I am a- 

little ittcredttlotts, though as far as the resources of our country will 

aflibrd I Mrill he prepared. Major Finley Stewart is collecting some

Sift : Yesterday Chilly Mcintosh son of the Gen. and beareK* of 
this, came with other chiefs to announce the death of his father. On 
tiie night of the 29th ult whilst reposing in his bell the savages hos» 
tile to the treaty in great numbers beset and fired his house, and this 
chieftain whose virtues would have honored any country perished bf 
the flames or tomahawk. The old chief of Coweta who was pursued 
with the same vengeancCt and for the same objects perished with him^ 
The crime of Mcintosh and Tustunnuggee is to be sought in the wise 
and magnanimous conduct which at tne Indian Springs produced the 
treaty of the 12th of February, and which in maicing a concession of 
their whole country, satisfied the junt claims of Georgia, reconciled 
the state to the Federal Government, and made happy, at least \f 
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firoipect, the coDdition oF the Crcpkt. Wlien by the lait of hia geor 
«roU9 action! be had given hit con sent inuoion withhis council inihe 
nrvej and appropi iation of the country, only to gratify the wi»het 
«f the Geor{!;ian9, and was on the eve it departure to explore the n^w 
home, where tho future Tortniei of at) were to abidt, he n et tbe atrok« 
of the assaasio, and the braveat of his race fell bj the hands of tbe 
moit Ireacheroas and cowardly. The goilly authoriK of this luassa^ 
ere, it will be for you to detect and pani^ I bare done mj dutj. 

You will soon read in idt official correspondence with your f!,uv- 
ernment, the lodiaas and ^e Com mi aai oners, the beginnioK, the pro* 
gress, and the end of tlui frightTal tnt^y, in which the catastropbA 
was frireseen, of which ever and anoa the Oovemment of 'he Uuite4 
States Was distinctly forewarned, which by ibe breath of its nostrils 
might have been averted, but which was not averied. In despite of 
every thing attempted to the ooairary. I had before succeeded in 
mBintaioin;^ peace. Even now at the very moneot I write, a me*' 
sage of which you have a copy is disp«tched to the sorvivini; thid» 
to forbear hostility. I believe the advice will be talceit as an order, 
but it is my duty to inform yon that to keep this peace looter than I 
can hear from you will be impossible to any efforU of yoora or minef 
unlets the most ample satisfaction and atonement afaalt be mkde 
promptly for the deatn of Mcintosh and his friend. The Legialatnre 
will convene in a few days and on thts accoanl I have deterred ijty. 
iBeasnres either of retaliation or proteeiiiui.

>&entlemeH: When yott see this letter stained with the blood of 
ray husband, the last drop of which is now spilt for the friecdslup he 
has shown for your people, I know you will remember your pledge to 
lis in behalf of your nation, that in the worst of events you would as*> 
aist and protect 08 — And when 1 tell you that at duy-Iiffht on Satur- 
day morning last, hundreds of the hostiles surrounded our house, and 
instantly murdered General M'Intosh and Tome Tustunnuggee, by 
shooting near one hundred balls into tbem. (Chilly and Moody Ken- 
nard making their escape through a window.) They then commenc* 
ed burning and plundering in the most unprincipled way, so that 
liere I am driven from the ashes of my smoking dwelling, left with 
nothing but my poor little naked hungry children, who need some im« 
nediate aid from our white friends, and we lean upon you while you 
lean upon your government. About the same time of the morning 
that they committed the horrid act on the General, another party 
caught Col. Samuel Hawkins and kept him tied till about 3 o'clock, 
when the chiefs returned from our hcjuse and gave orders for his ex- 
ecution in the same way, and refused to leave his implements to cov- 
er hh botly up with ; so that it was left exposed to the fowls of the 
air and the beasts of the. forests ; and Jenny and her child are here, 
iQ the same condition as we are. This party consisted principally of 
Oakfuskies, Talledegas and Muckfaws, though there were others 
with them. The chiefs that appeared to head the party were lolock- 
ungeof Muckfaw, Thloc-co cos comicoof Arpachoochee; Munnauho> 
but I know not where he was from, who said they were ordered to do 
it by the Little Prince and Hopoeith-yoholo, and that they were sup- 
ported and encouraged in it by the Agent, and the chiefs that were 
left after the Big Warrior's death, in a council at Broken Arrow, 
where they decreed that they would murder all the chiefs who had 
any hand in selling the land; and barn and destroy ^nd take av. ay 
all they had, and then send on to the President that he should not 
have the land. I have not heard of the murder of any others, but ex- 
pect all are dead thai could be catehe#. But by reason of a gieat 
rreshetin the Chattahoochie, they. could not get Col. Miller nor Ho- 

Sy M'Intosh, Dor the Darisaws, and they and Chilly are gone to the 
overnor. Oar country is in a mo$t ruined state so fisiras I have 
heard, (though by reason of the high waters, word has not circulated 
fabt) all have fled from their homes in our parts and taken refuge a- 
inong our white friends ; and I leartt there are now at Gen. Ware's 
(near this place) from 150 to 900 of them, who are afraid to so to their 
homes to {;et a grain of what little corn they have to eat, much more 
to try to make any more-.-And if you and your people do nm assist 
Qs, God help us ! we must die either by the sword or the famine. 

This moment Gen. Ware has come in, and will in a few ininutea 
itart with a few mea and a few friendly Indians, to try to get a little 
sometblns for us to eat. I hope so soon as you read this, you will 
Ifif it before the QoruDot and the Presidenti that they maj Juiow our 
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ini»erable conditioo and aRhrd ae relief u soon as possible. I follow- 
ed them to tbeir camp abnut one and a \id\i miltfl, to try to bee of 
th.'msome'-hina to cover the dead with, but it was denied me. 1 try- 
ed also to get a Norte to tike mj little children and some provisimts 
fo last us to the white Hc'tlements, which was given up to me and thei 
t'lken back, and had ir not been for some while men who assisted in 
but ving the dead and getting us to the white settlements, we should 
have been worst off than we were, if jwssible, Befure I close, I most 
remark that llie whole of the party so far as I knew them, were hos- 
tilus during Ihs latft war.

JSy drttr fritnis: \ send you this paper, which will not tell you a lie, 
but if It had ten tongues it could not tell all the truth. On the mor- 
ning of' the 30lh of April, at iireakof day, my father's house was anr- 
rour.iieil by a parry of hostile ludians, to the4iumbcr of ftereral hun- 
dred, who in^taiitlv lired his dwelling and murdered him, and Tho^ 
Tustuanugjee by shootiog more than one hundred balls into them, 
&tid took away rhe whole of father's money and property which thcf 
' conlil carry oir, and destruvtd there^t, leaving the family no cloths 
(s'rae not one rag) nor provision. Brother Chilly was at father's 
and made hi« escape through a window under cover of a travelling 
. whiieman who obtained leave for thtm to cnme out that way. It be- 
in;; nut yet light he was not discovered. While tRose hoitiles «ere 
iDUfderingmy beloved father, Ihey were tying my husbacd {Coi- Ssml. 
Hawkins) wiih cnrds to wait the arrival of Itockchunga, Ihlococos- 
cumico and ftlunnawana, who were the commanders at father's, to 
give orders for the Co'onels execution also, which took place about 3 
o'clock the same day. \Qd these barbarous men, not content with 
spilling the olood of both my 'lusband and father, to attone for their 
constant friendship to both your nation and our own; refused mj 
Jiands the painlul pnvilege of covering his body up in the very ground 
which he lately dvlended against those hostde murderers, ^nd drove 
nr from my home utriptaf my two best friends in one day, stript of 
*11 mv propei ty, my priiviHibo and my clothing. With a more pain- 
ful peflection than all tliese that the body of my poor murdered hus- 
band should remain unburied, to be devoured by the birds and the 
beasts. (Wuscver p"or wom*n v^urse olF than 1) I have this moment 
arrived among our white friei<t!s. who although they are very kiad, 
iiavc but little to brsiuwon mrr, and my poor helpless infant who mu^t 
suffer before any aid can reach us from yaU( but 1 can live a gt^t 
whije^oij very |ittle,be8ide8 the conlidence I have on you aod your 
government.' For I know by your promise, you will aid and defe^id

•od takea it tjtck and that he aod the white people oever shall have 
it again, which is the order of the heads uf the nation, by the advice of 
the Agent We expect that many of our best fiiends are already 
killed but have not iieard by reason of the waters being too high for 
word to go quick, which ig the only reason Col- Miller, and others on 
his side of the river were not killed. We are in a dreadful condition 
mad 1 dont think there wilt be one ear of corn made in this part of 
the nation, for the whole of the Iriendly party have fled' to De Kalb 
and Fayette couQties, too much alarmed to return to their houses to 
gft a lit'le grain of what com they left for themselves and their fam- 
ilies to subsist on, much more to stay at home to make more, and ne, 
fear every day that what lillle provision we lel't will be destroyed. I 
am afraid yeu will think I makeit worsei but how can that he, for it 
is worse of itself than any pen can write. My condition admits of 
no equal, and mocks me when 1 try to speak of it — after I was itript 
of my last frock but one, humanity and duty called on me to pull it 
ofFand spread it over the body of my deid husband (which was allow- 
ed no other covering) which i did as m farewell witness if my aflTec- 
tion. I was 35 miles from any friend (but sister Catharine who wbb 
with roe) and had to stay all night in the woods surrounded by a thou- 
sand hostile Indians, who were constantly insulting and autighting 
us. And new [ am herewith only one old coat to my back^ and not 
a morsel of bread to save us from perishing, ur a rag of a blanket to 
cover my poor little buy from the sun at tiooo» or the dew at night— I 
am a poor distracted orphan and widow.

Sis : I havejust received information in relation to (he existing dii.- 
(urbances among the Creek Indians, which I deem sufficiently impat' 
tant to Ik promptly communicated to you. 

A Mr. Freeman, a gentieman no doubt of M^h character, has jutf ' 
arrived in this place from Alabama with his family : be states, tblt 
the Indians appear to be in an alarming state of eicitement, and (i-on 
their general demeanor, so far as it came under his observation, seen 
determined upon mischief. Their profeSBions however, as far as he nS' 
derstood them, are entirely friendly to the whites, with the exception 
of the Agent; on his destruction both parties seem determined. 

Mr. Freeman passed by Fort Mitchell on Wednesday last, at which 
place he saw the Agent, who informed him, that while at anpper the 
evening before, a runner from a town about 30 miles distant infomed 
him, that on that night he was to be murdered. T'le Agent had matfs 
every preparation in his power for his defence, ano stated, that he bf 
fieved his death had been determined on at a talk which was held on 
the Monday week preceding. He had communicated to the Indians 
the ratiRcation of the treaty, and suggested to them the propriety of 
Belling that portion of the territory which had been reserved, and to 
go in a bod^ tteyond the Mississippi. To the proposition to sell, na 
reply was Civen, and he was asked if he bad signed the treaty. He 
informed them tiiat he had signed in the character of a wiftiess. After 
the talk with the agent was over, the Indians held a secret one, from 
. which Qie Agent uid all the white residents were ezi^''"<ied, at y^ ich 
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time the Agent supposes h\\ their shemes of mischief were deTtscd. 
$ince Mr. Freeman left Fort Mitchell, he has been informed that the 
time on which the Agent was to be kille i, was on Wednesday night, 
and not on Tuesday night as communicated bjr the runner. He en- 
tertains no doubt but their purpose is ezecoted before this time. If, 
however, he should be mistaken in his apprehensions, would it not be 
proper, from his peculiarly perilous situation, to afford the Agent 
prompt and efficient relief i Both parties of the Indians, those fnead- 
ly and those hostile to the treaty, are alike excited against him — and 
both have pronounced the same fate for him. Col. Croweli it is be- 
lieved^ could command belween three and four hundred Indians, and 
if he had military supplies for them, could at least defend himself, 
although the hostile party is formidable! this opinion has been* sug- 
gested by Mr. Freeman, but a small additional force could do no in- 
jury. 

There is one circumstance more strongly indicative of the hostile 
design at the Indians toward the whites generally, than their warlike 
exhibitions. It is this — the whites who have been resident among 
them, and who are acq^uainted with their habits and character, are 
sending their families from the nation. The Indiiins hold a talk on 
Monday next, for what purpose it is not known.

Sir : Your letter of the 6th inst. by express, is this moment receiv- 
ed. I am happy to learn from him tnat he bore to you, orders from 
Geo. Wimberly, in consequence of my general orders to him. You 
are therefore already on your guard, and you will not hesitate a mo- 
ment, to take the necessary measures, first to make safe the frontier, 
and then to give to the A^ent any protection which, according to the 
evidence before you, his safety shall demand ; and of which, from 
your proximate situation to him, you will be the exclusive judge. 

I hope that no harm has befallen him ; and if not, you may assure 
fahn thatany force wliich may be necessary to reduce to order and o- 
bedience any militant tribes of the Creeks within our limits, shall be 
furnished promptly, under the command of a trusty officer, who will 
be charged with full powers to act efficiently, under any exigencies 
which may arise. 

I thank you for the promptitude with which you have communicat- 
ed this new information—at thei same time I indulge hope^ that the 
cause of alarm has been exaggerated It is scarcely tb be believed 
that the Agent, from whom nothing has been heard, well knowing the 
Gontentiont #hich agitate the country, and the iminent perils which 
surround him^<should not have dispatched runners to make known to 
thia^vequment offioially, and without delay, the circumstances which 
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your letter disciosee, upon the authority of a respectable 4raveUei><- 
The express which brought it, carries the answer.

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Personally appeared before me^ Harris Allen, one of the Justices 
of the Inferior Court for said countj, JFrancis Flournoj, who being du- 
Ij sworn, deposeth and saith, that he was at General Williaai M'ln- 
toshes in the Creek Nation, one of the Chiefs of said Nation, on the 
morning of the 30th of April last, when about daj-brealc a^partj of 
Indians (with one white man among them, whom the Indians said 
iiras by the name of Hudman, as well as I recollect, and who said be 
was not sent by the chiefs, to morder, to burn, nor to plunder, bat to 
net as interpreter, and preserve the travellers should there be any 
there) tsonsisting pf from two to four hundred, who so soon as they 
^ftd closely surrounded the General's dwelling-house and fi^eda 
gnard round tl^eJiQUse which 1 was in, set fire to the dwelling house* 
tnd iramediatcdy shot the General, who instantly fell and was drawn 
out of the house with considerable effect of the flames, and they con- 
tinued firing at his corpse until I think they had shot more than fifty 
batk into him. They then set fire also to the house in which this de- 
ponent, and one other white man, and three chiefs had stayed all 
night, "and -finding "i^ Thomas Tustunnugge (a Coweta chief) within, 
tbey appeared mi^ gratified, and shot him almost as often as they 
haa done the General, and this depoqent drew him out from the 
flames, and afterwards assisted two other white men to b«ry them 
both* This banditti were busily engaged from the commencement of 
the horrid scene, until a late hour of the morning, in plundering and 
dostroyliig every thing valuable, as well the property of the white men 
who were present, as the property of the Oeneral^tearing a ftock off 
of a young Indian female, and leaving several children atark naked-—- 
Carryingoff a great many negroes and horses, (and oattle as they 
ttemselvos toid me) and s^idthey were ordered to destroy whatever 
tbey could mi carry off; iind I saw. them shoot many hogs which they 
left on the groond* The General's Cherokee wife went to the camp 
of the hpatiles to beg -frtm them a suite of white to bury the General 
in, wbieh ivas demied aoahe said, and on her return she informed me 
that those Indians said they wiere ordered to do what they had done 
by those iiho rided the nation since the Big Warribr's death, and 
tnoy weto sq^iorted and encoaraged by the Agent I observed I did 
not believe that*-^be replietl, they iirould not tell a lie on the Agent, 
for th^ mmt know it mmhi come to his ears, and tl^y would have 
toaoswer for it. s About eleven o^ock, those anurfterers returned a* 
jpjn,and after ascertaioioff that a plain countenanced old man could 
nnderstaM aome English, 1 observed to him '* old gentleman is this 
the way y wr people do^— go to a man's house and shoot him, and burn 
his boute» ana take ef«ry thiiig he has and carry it away«*-or are 
Ihesebad men, what have the? done." He replied, he did not love 
tokillthem,bot the heads of the m^ion said so. I asked if Intock- 
ehongaand Thtoccomoseo-mico were the heads of the nation, he an* 
owered no^the JUttle Prince ^d Hi^oethyoholo were their beads 
now the Big Warrior was dead. I replied, these were the very two 
men that sent word to the Governor that those chiefs should not be

vernor, and (hen it kbs m>, but since that the Annt bnd alteretl it, 
and told the council that the onlj way to ([et tlieir laud bade BD<t 
keep it, was to kill ail that had any hand in selliag it, and burn &»({ 
destroy all they had which tliey could not carry away, and alter that 
other chiefs never would attempt to Bell their land, for fear of being 
treated in the Hume way— and when they had completed the above b& 
ordered by the council, they wrould send word to the President that 
they had saved their land and done toiik it back, and now he and the 
white jieople never should have it again. The above article wag con- 
firmed by Col. Hawkins' widow next day, as coming from the party 
who murdered him, adding the name of Walker Tormer sub aeeat to 
that of Mr. Crowell.

Ttt the Circuit Court of the United States forthe District of Oeorgiaf 
at AuUdgeviUe, May term, 18S5. 

The Grand Jury regret that they find it necessary to ask the atten- 
tion of the Court to recent occurrences within the circle of its crimi- 
nal jurisdiction. In the territory lately ceded to the United Stfifes by 
the Creeks at the treaty of the Indian SprlnKS, atrocioos murders 
have t>een committed upon the bodies of William Mcintosh, Tnme 
Tustannuneand Col Hawkins, three distinguished Indian chielbat 
all times tne friends of the United States, and juflt about to bc|;in a 
journey to West tn explore the country preparatory to the removal 
of the tribe according to tbe provisions of the said treaty. Nume- 
rous parties of Indians the friends of the deceased chiefs and of the 
United States have been driven destitute and naked into the settled 
parts of the frontiers of this state for protection from the vengeance 
of those persons who ha^' just sacrificed those chiefs. It is under- 
stood ana believed that these outrafi;^ '''^^ ^^'^ committed by laree 
bodies of armed Indians, principally residents of Alabama. It is 
greatly to be apprehended and feared that they have been instigated 
and countenanced by white persons. The Grand Jury have due con- 
fidence in the vigilance of the constituted authorities of the General 
and State Governments, but they cannot without a violation of their 
own duty refrain from calling through the Court the attention of both 
Governmenla to the situation of the frontier, and to the consequences 
of the atrocitiea committed on the lately ceded territory. Those who 
have driven the friends of the murdered chiefs into the settled parts 
of the state may pursue to destroy them in tiieir places of refuge.-r- 
They recommend that measures of necessary precaution for the pro- 
tection and succor of the fugitives be immediately taken, and that 
every attempt to violate their asylum shall be instantly punished. 
The Grand Jury deem it necessary to the eharacter of the Govem- 
meat of their couBtry, that the authors* perpetrators, aiders aad 
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abettors of the crimes latel j committed, should be sought for» and 
'when ascertained, prosecuted and severely punished. They have no 
language strong enough to mark their abhorrence of the white persons 
if any who have seduced or irritated the unhappy Indians to perpe-* 
trate this tragedy. They recommend the severest scrutiny into the 
conductor all white persons in the nation and the judicial prosecu* 
tion of each and every one of tliem against whom sufficient evidence 
to justify [tt] SihaU be discovered. 

The Grand Jury request that a copy of this their presentment 
should be sent to the President of the United States, and another to 
the Governor of Georgia, and that the foregoing be published in the 
newspapers of this place.

We have diseoirered in the Georgia Messenger of Maeon ef tim 
1 Ith inst. a letter signed by our agent. Captain CroweU, that the jpftc»> 
ty of Indians friendly to Gen Mcintosh, had threatened his life, wad 
fldso the life of the Little Prince who is our prtneipal chief at tins 
flme. We acknowledge ourselves Gen. Mcintosh's friends asd party 
^nd if any threats of this kind has been made, it has net coona withia 
our knowledge, therefore we believe it to be a lie. We alao see in the 
•ame paper, in&rmatieii derived from the Agency, that the killing of 
Mcintosh, Tome 'Pustannu^ee and the two Hawkins was not in- 
tended as koetilitiCs against the whites; that it was only afulfiU- 
roent of their trarn laws, and a law which Gen. Mcintosh iiimself hadi 
jigned, and declared in the sc^aare at broken Arrow during the late 
treaty at that place. This law was, that if any tadian chief ehoukl 
sign a treaty of any li^ds to the whites, that lie should cerlUQlv suf- 
fer dealh. I'iiis 9taiem4itit is positively falsei and it is only made uee 
of as a pretext for the cruel murders which have been committed. 

For the correctness of our denial to that jstatement we wtlla^^edl 
to the United States Commissionersf GoL Campbell and Gapt mer^ 
riwether, and many other of our white friends who w^e present dnr^ 
tng the treat>— and we further appeal to «nr Agent who we betieve 
^ni do us that justice as to give the lie to any such reports* It cer* 
tainiy would have been very inconsistent for Gen. Mcintosh or anj 
4>f us to have signed the treaty at the Mineral Springs had soohiilftw 
as that come v^in our knowlei^ And it is <Temr drisll Ceo, tkat 
such a law «a that shouM exist, ai^ that the national clerk and nose 
Of us should have any knon^ed^ of -it.

This was very unexpected news to us, and we had a right not to 
expect it, particularly from talks had at Broken Arrow to Uie Gover- 
nor's Aid— by the Little Prince and the Big Warrior's chiefs declar- 
ing that we were in no danger and afl statements to the contrary were 
lies ; that they wanted peace and nothing else was intended ; of course 
we expected nothing else, but we had to fly tor refuge to our white 
neighbors, where we have been kindly received ^nd treated as our 
situation requires. Every pledge has been forfeited by our father the 
Little Prince and his friends, therefore it is impossible for us to have 
•ny confidence in what he or any of his friends may hereafter talk. 
We have lately received a talk from the Deputy Agent, Captain 
Triplett We are sorry that his talk is so one sided-— declares in the 
first plaee that we must go home and tend our farms ; that we shall 
not be hurt. This talk was made in the presence of white men to 
Benjamin Marshall, who is oneof our chiefs: murdering should cease* 
that Mcintosh, Tome Fusteanuggee and the two Hawkins was killed 
in compliance with the laws of the nation. If there was a law for them 
to be murdered* that law yet exists ; and admitting we should take 
this talk and go home, we should receive the same fate, for we are 
^ilty of the same breach, and should of course receive the same pun- 
ishment He further declares that the Indians were cheated out of 
their lands ; that we were all fooled by the United States Coramja* 
flioners, for that they had no lands west of the Mississippi, without 
they would hereafter buy it from the Indians who now reside there; 
that they, meaning the United States' Commissioners, had got our 
lands and they did not care what became of us, and would not get 
any assistance from the whit^. Our chief, Benjamin Marshall, ask* 
ed the Captain if this murder was a fulfillm^t of the laws of the 
nation, why did their council at Broken Arrow declare to the Govec^ 
nor's Aid, Col.|Lamar, that there was no hostiiiti^ intended, and that 
they would protect Mcintosh, for they had fought by his side and 
liked him. His r^ply was, timt the , Governor's Aid had made that 
talk himself, and had went home with a lie in hb mouth to the Gov* 
emor. We must believe from the talks we received ourselves that 
that the Governor's aid has spoken nothing but the trutn. After the 
Captain found that we were not satisfied, he observed to a white warn 
that the tree was only topped, and if we were not satisfied with it, 
the limbs would be taken off. It is impossiUe for us to be satisfied, 
when the Captain himself has declared in his talk to us that the Ldt* 
tie Prince had never denied since the death of Mcintosh and others, 
but what he had ordered it, and he would now acknowledge it, for it 
was perfectly right. If we are to be governed by this talk we are in 
H dreadful situation, without homes or friends, or even witiiout means 
of subsistence, driven from our farms, and robbed of our proper^» 
and also the monies arising from our land taken and given to our 
enemies. We have too much confidence in our Father thf]^ President 
to believe any such talks. He has never deceived us yet; we have 
his promise in. and through the United States Commissioners, and 
shall hold it sacr^ nn^ we find out to the continrji. Our little &« 
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ther, the tiovernor of Georgia, has given us a talk, of which we shall 
strictly obey until h6 mty talk again. 

We cannot help mentioning that we are fed by several white 
friends, who we hope will be remunerated at the Mineral Springs, 
when monies shall be received for our land. Nothing but justice is 
demanded, and nothing else will be expected ; and we hope that our 
great Father who is above us all will cause us to obtain it. 

We are now stationed atNewnan in Pike county, and shall remain 
uatil our rulers shall order otherwise. 

We hope this our communication will be published in the ncwi^ 
Iiapers for the satisfaction of the world.

Pceaident desired, that I should address myself to you, that the sig- 

Stions waie on the part of the state oii|;ht be duly consider^ : 
BBiplying with this desire» I invite jmr attenti^tsu fy^t to the eo^^u* 
tion of the treaty lately concluded at the Indian Springs* and secc^fnd* 
ly, to the formation of a new treaty with the Cherokees. 

By the tth article of the treaty of the Indian Springs, the Creeks # 

must remove fr^ the land occupied by them prior to the first of fiep* 
ttember, 18)6. To cover the first payments due under this tr|aty, 
and to provide a fund for ihe pirchase ofii ^rma^ent residency for 
the Creeks beyond the Mississippi, a contingent appropriatidi of 
250,000 dollars has t^en made by Congress. The interest ana con- 
venience of Georgia will be best consulted by an immediate renoval 
of the Indians, and no doubt is entertained that the necessarv mea« 
sures will be immediately taken for Uiat purpose. The conoiet of 
the Creek Agent who has spared no pains to prevent the fornation 
and ratification of the treaty, justifies an apprehension that m will 
not fail to obstruct as far as in his power the accomplishment of the 
wiahes of the state. Under tbU conviction a request that the cj^nduct i 

of the Agent maj be watched and that no confideiic^e shall be ^posed 
in htm, that can be consistently withheld, is dictated by the intffests of 
6eor|^a, the wishes of the Creek tribe and the honor of the fenerat 
Government While anxious that no artifices shftU be used to irevent 
W early rei9M»ral of the Indians^ I pray you to be assured that fe have 
oodeure (bat the Creaks Sihould SMSer/pr our accommodatiol. We 
shall complain of no delays that are necessary for their coifort on 
their journey* and to their pera^Bent aeeurity and prosnrity in 
their new homes. 

' As to the formation of a treaty with the Cherokeea— the praent mo- 
ment appears to be peculiarly tavorable for a complete perbrmi^nce 
of the obligations of the compact of 1802. Nodiing remans to the 
4£0iMBpilisbS[ient of these i4}epts but to induce the Cherpkjea to re- 
move from the lands occupied by them within the limits ofGeorgia. 
A number of Ae Cherokee chielsf the most infliiential in tie nation, 
are ii^ Washington.

You state that yo^ are di- 
pocted by the Secretary of War to enquire if we have authority to

Sespeotbs Sis : Be pleated to accept our coagratuUtion for tlie 
tat trust confided t* your care as President of the Uoited Stalei. 
le various tribes of IndianB emphatically call the President Pat^, 
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Therefore we consider it a duty ai wefl as a privilege to addrcw job. 
A retrospective view of the history and true causes in the downftll, 
degradation and extinction of certain tribes exhibits a solemn al 
igapoung lesson, which may be pro^ table in administering justicilo 
tho§e few, who at this day breathe the vital air on the land of their 
fathers. The crisis seems to be at hand which must forever seal their 
doom^-civitization and preBervatiaoi or dispersion' snd eztiDctiofl 
awaits them, and this Government is the tribunal which roast pats the 
•entence. We therefore solicit your attention to a few remiiii 
which we deem to be our implicit daty lo make in relation to the 
Cherokee people whom we represent The arts of civilized life hat 
been successfully introduced sniong them ; they consider themseln 
permanently settled, and no inducement can ever prompt them te 
i^ndon their habitations for a distant, wild and strange clime. They 
«re well aware or the earnest solicitude of tbe state of Oeorgn far 
their removal, and also are apprized of the desire of the Governmenl 
to gratify the wishes of Georgia, if their consent could be obtainuL 
And whilst the Cherokees are ever ready to comply with the viev^ 
and wishes of the (iOTemmeot, they caonot consent to yield anoUitr 
foot of land. Unceasing exertions has from time to time been lued 
to purchase from the Cherokees their lands for Georgia ; but we hiR 
never as yet witnessed a single attempt made on the part of the Got- 
ernment to bring the compact of 1802 with Georgia to a close, bj 
compromise, or in any manner other than by trying to purchase out 
lands. For the peace and tranquilitv of our nation, we do sincerel; 
hope that measures may be adopted by the United States and tM 
State ot Georgia so as to close their compact without teasing tht 
Cherokees any more for the lands. The Cherokees have repeatedly 
declared their sentiments respectini; their lands to the Governmeott 
those sentiments have Deea matured in sobemeu and expressed in 
•inoeri^. 

Th!« idea of concentrating tke various tribes of fndiaas for the ah- 
jett of civiliziijg and presuiiiDg them west of the Miasissippi, is ■ 
subject of great magnitude, and may perhaps contrtbute to better tbt 
QOndttioR of those tribes who have been removed from their fandi 
and are now wanderiiig over (be #114 snd extended plains of the 
west. But if Indian civiliutiOB and preservation is sincerely deli^ 
-ed, knd U considered worthy the serious attentiim of tbc United 
States, never urge the removal of those tribes who are now saccesi- 
fully embracing the habits of civilized man within their own limits- 
A rMiOval of ue Cherokeea csti never be effected with their conSeat 
eansequentlyif removed at all it must be effected by suck meant as 
wo^ld engender irreconcll^le prejudices, and their dispersion sod 
nltim&te eitincbOD woaid ioevitabl/ follow. Tbe Cb«r<^M it t*^ 
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mitted to remain peaceably and qiiietljr in the eujoyment of theif 
rights, ihe day would arrive wbtn a distinction between their race 
and tho American famitj would be imperce|itible ; of such a change 
the nation can hai^ no objection. Complexion is a subject not wor- 
thy eonsideration in the effectuation of this j^reat object. For the

Sir: Your letter of the S4th ult covering a correspondence be- 
tween yourself and the Secretary of War, and other papers connec* 
ted with the fulfilment of the stipulations of the articles of Agree- 
ment and Cession, was received yesterday-Hiccept my thi&nks for your 
unremitted attention to the interest of the State ; they are due from 
th€ people to you and the rest of the Delegation, for your generous 
and patriotic devotion to their rights and for the firmness and digni* 
ty with which on every occasion you have supported them. On the 
opening of a new administration of the General Government, soon 
after one imporlant concession had been made to our just demands^ 
il is scarcely necessary to inform ;^ou how eagerly 1 sought repose 
from the painful altercation which it had been my imperious duty to 
wage with the constituted authorities of the Union, and with how 
much of hope and anxiety I looked forward to the future, trusting 
that in better and improved relations, we would find a kindly and con*-; 
ciliatory spirit succeeded to troubled feelings*-the sense of wrong on 
either side consigned to forgetfulness, and the claims of Georgia, re- 
cognized in all the extent which reason, justice and good faith would 
warrant I trust that for these, more has not been asked — that less 
will not be received. 

It cannot be dissembled however, that in the answer given by the ' 
Secretary of War to your communication of the 9th ult. presuppose, 
ihg the best disposition to do ri^ht, a course of policy is indicated 
woich must infallibly terminate m wrong. It is of kindred spirit, with 
that which for a time kept us in abeyance witli the Creeks, and held 
the State suspended between the most fearful alternatives. On the

ponement of the rights of Georgia) makes the more strongly iff

into decay and ruin, the wretched Indian scatters upon an impover- 
ished and eihausted soil, the seed from which it is even doabtfal if 
he IS permitted t>y the impatient whiteman to reap the scanty harvest 

Is it forbidden to speak the language of truth and frankness? II 
may be that all will avail nothing— If all should, it will be becauM, 
the Cherokees distrust the sincerity of the United iitates. Thatther^ 
have reason for distrust, even in the conduct of the U. States towin . 
themselves is undoubted When they were willine to cede Iands,tk p 
U. Stutes would not take them. In the conduct of the U.Stated^lD 
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ward the Cfeekg» they think thejr-aec abundant proo€ of the Ijike- 
warmnesB and indifference of the General Gove^^nment in carrjfiDg '<s^ 
into practical effect, so far as concerns Georgia the plans which they "^^ 

devised for the removal of the Indians; It is of no consequence that \ 

the Indians are deceived bj appearances—- the appearances would de* \v 

ceive any body* They see the Agent for the Creeks well knowing the ^\^ 

officially expressed will of the Government, oppusing himself to that ^ ^ 

will, boldinj;conncil8 of the Indians for the very purpose of antici- 
pating and forestalling the Commissioners of thelJ. States, by incon- 
siderate and violent resolves, the same as those of the Cherokaes 
ttoiiselves; When the treaty is holden at Broken Arrow, the Cbero- 
keesare present by their emissaries under the eye of the Agents bu- 
sied to defeat by the most wily machinations and contrivances the ob- 
jects of the treaty. They witness the failure of the treaty and by 
these means. Is such a case explicable before the Indians p The serv- 
ant setting at naught the will of the master, and the master courte* 
naneing the servant in defying that will : the Government itself when 
asked tor the resolution of these mysterious tbinj^s, resolves them into 
a misceneeption of duty.

The poor Cherokees knew as well as the most enlightened member 
of the Cabinet, that if a foreign Minister of the first grade had dared 
tiie one half of this, he would have been dismissed with disgrace.— 
Vet the Agent opposing himself to his government as it would seem ^ 

certainly opposing himself to the Commissioners appointed by that 
Government, passing onto Washington for the avowed purpose of 
preventing the rifttification of the treaty, meets a cordial greeting of 
his employers there, and when the President discrediting every word 
of the Agent had submitted the treaty to the Senate-r-wnen the Sen-* 
ate in like manner, trusting nothing to the Agent, and reposing con- 
fidence in' the declarations of the commissioners, had ratified it, he 
is permitted to depart for his Agency, if not with new demonstrations 
of affection, without so far as I know the slightest reprehension or ^ 

Uame ; and what is worse than all, after having placed himself at the _^ 

head of a party adverse to that which is now dominant, and which 
had recently ceded the country to us, he is appointed the guardian of 
, the whole to conduct to their new and distant homCf this hapless race, 
to command their destines though untried and chequered scenes, and 
Il|o make his distance from the controlling power an absolute security 
[r^igainst all scrutiny and responsibilijty. The only apology attempted 
I by the Agent for any allegation of misconduct or aberration from duty 
[ in these respects has been— -Hwas not I, Hwas the sub- Agent — 'twas 
SLOt I, 'twas the Interpreter. The U. States might possibly be the vol* 
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^ of such thallow pretences — certainly not the Cherok«es or 
^xns. Ask the commiisiBaionerB if but for tbeiDterfereacesf 
4;eat there would have been serious difficulty at Broken Arrow.

Be pleued to present a copy of this note to the Secretary of War. 
Upon the general subject, every thing tias been heretofore said which 
it was proper or becoming to lay, and I had resolved not to resume 
it unless invited on the part of the Federal Governmenti or com- 
manded by the Legislature of the State. The more recent events 
may not have tteen pourtrayed before (he present Cabinet in the sane 
light in which you and myself cannot fail to regard them. The gen- 
tlemen who have recently come into it, I know personally, and will 
be very much decdved if they are not deserving our highest confi- 
dence as intelligent, upright and patriotic men. IF they understand 
this matter cerrectly they will see that it is not a question about some 
five or nix millions of acres of land ; it is one of principle, and of 
characler, connected with the honor of the goveramentt and therefore 
above all price. 

The people of the United States content with their political In- 
stitutions, ask nothing of their rulers but purity in the adninstratioQ 
of thdr afiiiirs— disinterestednflSB, singleness of purpose for the 
public west) sincerityasdplm dealing on the part of all the function- 
aries from the highest to tbt lowest, fidelity to every trust and strict 
aocoan (ability in the fulfilment of every duty, to the exclusion of 
selfishness, intrigues, tricks and devices of low cunning to gratify 
party passions and sut^erve sordid interests. hocksleringB and bar- 
teringa, and all the rest> which they will cheerfully leave to the moun- 
tebanks andjju^lers to whom thav appropriately belong.
